HE best informed students of Communism are 
Americans and Britishers, including officials and 
businessmen. In every quarter the most reliable 

confidential information agrees upon one point—that 
Communism in the Soviet Union is at long last facing 
defeat. It has already suffered two staggering blows, 
one from within and another from the outside. It is 
trying to reach the equilibrium of control, but its 
councils are discordant and at enmity. It has destroyed 
its highly exploited idol, the terrorist Joe Stalin, and 
now a crew of inferiors fight for power. The mystery 
of instantaneous exercise of despotic power by a single 


trigue and the absence yet of concentrated power at 
Moscow. Does the Soviet Union actually command 
the forces required to keep conspirators down? The 
answer of trained observers is that the Soviet Union 
is fully armed, but that it seems to lack the clinching 
faculty of applying terrorism throughout the satellites 
at critical moments. In order to suppress a dangerous 
uprising there must be a single authority capable of 
acting on the instant. At Poznan this authority was 
not yet in action. 

Official public comment on the changes at work in the 
Soviet Union is quite reserved. Secretary Dulles sur- 
prised many readers when he

into Communism were making 
progress and might bring about 
the end of the Red regime by 
1965. This was purely specula- 
tive, of course, but it did reveal 
the fact that conspiracy is at 
work in many satellites. Offi- 
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authority is no longer a mystery. Khrushchev was to 
succeed Stalin as dictator, but he is a ruffian and heavy 
vodka drinker with inferior intelligence, and is more 
likely to suffer the death purge from his comrades than 
to win full power. 

Poland is the voleano that smolders under the Soviet 
Union. One of its expert observers, long resident at 
Poznan (Posan), sends this comment to his home 
journal: 

“The Red regime has never been more than a crust 
over a volcano. It simply has not enough men to ex- 
ercise control. Ninety-five per cent of the Poles are 
against the regime. There are, of course, deepseated 
reasons for this. In religion 95 per cent or more are 
Roman Catholics. In no other country has the Soviet 
regime a smaller base. The Poles have a traditional 
hatred and contempt for the Russians. He is the ortho- 
dox barbarian with whom Asia begins. No one con- 
ceals his dislike for the ‘Russki.” Next comes the 
vastly increased homogeneity of Poland. All over the 
world Communists were rendered speechless, inert, 
hesitant, ashamed by the Polish outburst at Poznan. 
The Soviet Union could only govern, of course, by ter- 


ror, and terror was impossible. The Polish people saw | 


the door open and walked through it. They exposed 
the real wage statistics and described the appalling 
poverty of the workers. This information is the order 
of the day for every walk of life. One by one the lights 
are coming on all over Poland. . . . Tito’s price is the 
loosening up of Moscow’s iron-fisted governing of the 
satellites. In this indirect way he is one of the libera- 
tors of Poland. The other, of course, is Khrushchev.” 

Word comes from Washington telling of revolution- 
ary conspiracies in several other satellite countries. 
In all those countries the Reds are embarrassed by the 
alternative of exercising power to squelch satellites in- 


with Poles after the Poznan 
uprising were numerous in and 
out of Congress. 

Is there, in the old Stalin entourage, any man with 
the iron jaw and all-out will to massacre by wholesale 
if necessary to win? Stalin led the way. Now his 
henchmen are “collectively” trying to ape him as a dic- 
tator. Logically, one of them will finally emerge as 
another Stalin, or the Soviet Union and its vast em- 
pire will collapse. Western observers see no one who is 
capable of rising to Stalin’s heights. Yet it is conceded 
that among the contestants may be somebody who can 
combine the foresight, tact and heartless readiness to 
massacre which Stalin possessed. With patient labor 
for many years he worked his way through the maze 
of aspirants, murdering the “weaklings” along the

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way while he gathered up the reins of power. The list 
of his victims is long and it is unnecessary to mention 
them. One, in particular, may be noted as an example 
of Stalin’s methods. He hated Leon Trotsky and de- 
cided that Trotsky must die. He hired a young man 
and trained him thoroughly, mapped out the murder 
and sent the fellow to Mexico. There the assassin with 
the help of a couple of Trotsky’s women friends whee- 
dled the doomed man into a conference. While Trotsky 
sat reading a manuscript the man wormed his way be- 
hind and then split open the skull of his victim with 
a household cleaver or hatchet. Stalin had sufficient 
influence in Mexico to save the assassin from execu- 
tion, and the man is still alive. No one in the Soviet 
Union dared to cross Stalin while he was living. Now 
“the wild ass stamps o’er his grave, but cannot break 
his sleep.” 

As the would-be dictators hope for an accord that 
will bind the Soviet Union to them, expert observers 
do their best to work out an impartial forecast of 
what will probably occur. First, they agree that no- 
body of Stalin’s caliber is in sight. Observers agree 
that there is not suflicient foodstuff in the Soviet 
Union. Most of the satellite prisoners are on semi- 
starvation rations, an assertion that was proved by 
abundant testimony at Poznan. In parts of the Union 
are food shortages in farm regions. These shortages 
may give rise to many more protests against the regime 
and hence may encourage opposition to any plans for 
methods based upon Stalin’s ironclad rules. 

“What we want,” said a Red spokesman, “is a sys- 
tem of economic co-operation that will ignore ideo- 
logical differences. We want trade and business with 
practical people. We will quit quarreling over ideolo- 
gies.” The essence of this plan for “soft talk” is fa- 
vored by some Americans. They believe that the 
United States can avoid war and outwit the Reds at 
the economic game. “Why risk war and the spending 
of billions for defense,” they ask, “when we can beat 
the enemy by using our heads? It is not appeasement 
when we outwit the enemy by more skillful use of our 
resources. We should talk with the Reds by all means, 
and let them make any offers they choose.” 

Among the individuals referred to are men of politi- 
cal importance who may attain very strong places in 
the government. This fact worries many patriotic citi- 
zens who are fearful that foreign policy may be swung 
by appeasers, defeatists and “soft talk” politicians 
whose primary aim will be one or more bargains with 
Communist plotters who aim at the admission of Red 
China into the United Nations and the ruin of Chiang 
Kai-shek. Is the plan to welcome Red China in the 
U. N. moving toward success? Needless to say, some 
patriots believe that one is in the making. 

The tortuous career of the Red autocrat of Yugo- 
slavia, nicknamed Tito, is under wide discussion. His 
two-faced attitude toward the United States has 
aroused much opposition to the proposed second gift 
of a few million to him. He dangled a proposed gift 
before some Pentagon brass several years ago, inducing 
them to hope that he “might” use his strong armed 
force against Stalin to aid the NATO countries. 

Congress gave him a few millions for food on the 
plea that the natives were in dire need, but he has 
never shown appreciation for the aid. Stalin was de- 
graded for quarreling with Tito, and both Bulganin 
and Khrushchev gulped down the humiliating program 
prepared for the joyous return of Tito to the Kremlin 
regime. Again he was a Communist, but now, a few 
months later, he creates another hope here in Pentagon 
circles that he “might” join the free west in case of a

break with the Reds. A plan to give him another gra- 
tuity of a few millions is pending in spite of his record 
as a turncoat. 

Tito may be on the path to power as Stalin’s suc- 
cessor in the Red international setup. His versatility 
in manipulating some men is astonishing. Is he a 
pro-Soviet “neutralist,” like Nehru and Nasser? He 
meets them at his cosy nest at Brioni, in the Adriatic, 
and they court his advice. Is he advising the Kremlin 
in matters relating to the Middle East? Apparently 
he is doing so. He wins approval from Khrushchev. In 
Poznan Tito cajoled some of the Reds into a “soft” 
attitude toward the Poles, and was credited with hav- 
ing indirectly helped the half-starved captives. 

Like all Communists, Tito carries an assumed name. 
He fought for Communism in the Red revolution of 
Russia, later trained Reds for action in Spain and 
later in Yugoslavia, under his own name of Broz until 
he could overthrow and murder Gen. Mikhailovich, 
who was loyally serving the monarchy. With the left- 
hand sympathy of pro-Communist administrations, 
Tito became dictator at Belgrade. 

In the body of our United States Congress lies a hard 
core of granite-like quartz which stoutly resists all 
maneuvers to cooperate with the Reds. The strength 
of this “hard core” is not exactly known, but those 
who might be inclined to deal with the Reds have a 
healthy fear of anti-Communists throughout our mid-

Czechslovakia’s clothing problem spread itself right 
across to the free world. A spokesman for the United 
Hatters, Cap and Millinery workers claimed that his 
labor union had succeeded in frustrating an attempt 
by the Czechoslovakia regime to export “poison” hats 
to this country. Gerald Coleman, executive secretary 
of United Hatters, said that hats recently imported 
from Czechoslovakia contained mercury, an agent 
which heightens the gloss or lustre of the felt. Coleman 
explained that when the mercury-treated hats are pro- 
cessed, the worker suffers from a disease known as 
“hatters shakes,” a serious ailment which also results 


VANITY REBELLION IN RED LAND

The Communist organ, Pravda, which usually covers 
up any Soviet deficiencies, pointed up the plight of a 
bride and groom who were unable to look like a happy 
twosome on their wedding day due to “retail and in- 
dustrial failure.” It seems that after Vasili and Klav- 
dia planned to marry, the groom-to-be entered a tailor’s 
shop in Moscow to try on a wedding suit. “The shock 
was so great,” the story related, “that even the sales- 
man was forced to admit: ‘The suit looks unbelievably 
miserable. We will alter it. Come back in a week.’ 

“‘But my wedding is the day after tomorrow,’ the 
man pleaded. 

“He did not get his suit on time. The second blow 
struck the bride,” Pravda wrote dramatically. “She 
went to the best and most luxurious dressmaker. ‘Can 
I order a wedding dress in two weeks?’ 

“*Are you out of your mind” they told her. ‘Don’t 
you know there is a waiting list?’ 

“The bride ran to a private dressmaker, but there 
she learned that new clients are accepted only by the 
recommendation of wives of prominent persons. In her 
need she ran to a second-grade dressmaker. Even so her 
dress was not ready for the wedding.” 

This is no joke to the 70 million living under the 
Kremlin-ruled regimes in Czechoslovakia, Poland, 
Hungary, Bulgaria, Romania—nor to the other mil- 
lions in Russia. 

The Party bosses are aware of the danger. In 1954, 
the USSR Ministry of Consumer Goods issued a de- 
cree “to improve the finishing of fabrics, particularly 
of linings; to introduce measures insuring reduction in 
shrinkage and improvement in dyeing of fabrics; to 
organize Fashion Houses for designing highstyle cloth- 
ing...” Yes Russian dressing remains without the 
measures mentioned in the decree. The three main rea- 
sons appear to be (1) lack of equality under Commu- 
nism, (2) lack of industrial knowledge and equipment, 
(3) lack of inspiration on the part of labor. 

Recently Czechoslovakia’s chief Red publication, 
Rude Provo, charged that indolence, bureaucracy, in- 
difference and the lack of organizational skill hamper 
the industrial output of that country. The paper took 
to task cabinet ministers, plant managers and indi- 
vidual agencies. It further charged that new working 
techniques and new inventions were not being intro- 
duced, thus voicing a pattern of complaints of other 
Iron Curtain countries. 


in a consequent loss of teeth and hair. The labor leader 
said that the use of mercury in hats had been outlawed 
in the United States over fourteen years ago. 

A Bulgarian escapee declared that poverty and a low 
standard of living were “permanent characteristics” of 
the Communist system in Soviet-dominated Eastern 
Europe. “The major preoccupation of those behind 
the Iron Curtain,” he said, “is economic . . . a strug- 
gle for a suit, a pair of shoes, a hat. It costs about 
$107, or about 430 rubles for a dressy hat—the highest- 
priced topper in two hemispheres. Taxation is exceed- 
ingly high, and the system has no other surplus which 
might be taxed except for the most needed basic con- 
sumer goods.” 

But the Russian bear is putting on the dog where the 
bigshots are concerned. In the recent Outside Russia 
whirlwind tours of Communist Party Chief Nikolai 
Khrushchev and Premier Nikita S. Bulganin, several 
European fashion magazines hailed the new-style 
clothes worn by these “workers” bosses. However, 
Nikolai and Nikita have had cause for feeling hot un- 
der the collar over recent vanity unrest among the 
people in Soviet-dominated countries, 

Actually, the state of affairs in the garment indus- 
try alone gives rise to alarm, as attested by Izvastia, 
the official organ of the Soviet government. “Suits,

coats and dresses,” the publication wrote, “are still 
noted for their poor quality. They are carelessly sewn, 
without consideration for the consumers’ most ordi- 
nary demands, The designs are either out of date or 
downgraded. Recently, when 1,020 pairs of pants were 
received from a clothing factory in Kharkov, it was 
necessary to reject the entire lot; the factory had put 
on the pants crude metal buttons and a black lining 
which stained the cloth. They were sewn with white 
thread . . . little care is here for satisfying public de- 
mand for ready-to-wear clothing .. .” 

Asked confidentially by the Party boys to comment 
on this sorry situation, a political economist answered 
frankly that he thought the low standards of fashion 
could be elevated if the Soviet government would cut 
expenditures in re-armament, police staffing and Com- 
munist Party administration. Unfortunately, the So- 
viet Union’s sixth and latest Five Year Plan, issued 
in January of this year, calls for an accelerated atomic 
energy program and an increased production in heavy 
industry; it lays low in light industry, although it 
calls for increased production in wood goods. 

In sharp contrast, the United States, which has a 
flexible Every Year Plan, continues to do pretty well 
with its free enterprise system. Year after year, new 
and finer merchandise is abundantly available in retail 
stores throughout the country, priced so the man-in- 
the street can buy it. And the donning of tux and tails 
by the average breadwinner male has become one of 
the great social levelers. 

As one clothing manufacturer, Sam Rudofker, put it, 
“The average American is used to the privilege of 
self-expression. To dress as he pleases, as distinctively 
as he pleases, is a way of life. He sheds his burdens 
by shedding his work clothes for the snazzy look.” 

Mr. Rudofker, whose manufacturing plant produces 
“After Six Formals,” recalls that, in 1937, the Soviet 
Commissar of Industry sent a cablegram to his com- 
pany suggesting they were interested in America’s new 
tuxedo styles. They wanted to know all about tuxedo 
etiquette—whether or not to tuck the napkin in the 
shirt when eating borscht . . . Though we took great 
pains in giving a detailed answer to the query, no 
business ever came of it,” Mr. Rudofker said. “At 
that time, however,” he added, “there was a big export 
tax, and if the Soviets had purchased any sizeable 
amount of tuxedoes, they would possibly have had to 
pay as much for the tax as for the tux.”

dofker was able to meet with a couple of Party garment 
chiefs who seemed anxious, he said, to hear about fash- 
ion trends of the U.S.A. “I told them that, where my 
particular formal line was concerned, there wasn’t a 
hamlet in the country—from Briceville, Tenn., to Tal- 
lulah, La., which didn’t represent a tuxedo customer. 
. . . I told him that boys in service order dress-up 
clothes; that kids still in high school take courses in 
Correct Dress; that organizations such as the YWCA 
and YMCA order our brochures and are interested in 
social niceties for their students. . . Even prison in- 
mates order tuxedoes while they’re still in stripes! 
There’s no class-consciousness in America,” I assured 
my Soviet inquisitors. 

“Needless to say, they didn’t believe I was telling 
the simple truth. They thought I was a propaganda 
agent—from where I don’t know, unless they thought 
maybe Emily Post sent me.” 

The Kremlin intelligentsia has begun to feel the 
shrinking power of its Red line where its fashion faux 
pas are concerned. However, the nature of the Soviet 
Plan is such that there appears little they can do, at 
present, about this dilemma. The state budgets give 
heavy industry uncontested priority; appropriations 
for the consumer goods industry have been cut. For 
still another year, there is no assurance of either 
availability of goods or retail price reduction. 
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HE whole era of the New Deal (1933-52) is illu- 
minated by a new report on Harry Dexter White, 
from the Senate Internal Security Committee. 

This latest volume of 505 pages tells the story of 
White’s operations on both the national and interna- 
tional stages while he served as Under-secretary of the 
Treasury for Presidents Roosevelt and Truman. 

“The career of Harry Dexter White should be made 
the subject of an intensive Government study,” the 
Senate Committee recommends. After a six-months 
examination of White’s personal papers the subcom- 
mittee reported: “The papers stored at Fitzwilliam,

der the $50-billion wartime give away program. He 
‘vas on the executive committee of the Export-Import 
Bank, which approved all overseas loans. At the same 
time he was a member of the Price Control Committee, 
the National Munitions Control Board, the Board of 
Economic Warfare, the Liberated Areas Committee, 
the Interdepartmental Committee on Inter-American 
Affairs. 

“More or less intimately,” the Senate report con- 
tinues, “he was connected with the following persons 
later cited in sworn testimony as members of the 
Comumnist Party or its secret apparatus: Solomon 
Adler, Richard Bransten, 
Lauchlin B. Currie, and Hugh 
Bryson. Another associate, Lee 
Pressman, has admitted his 
Communist Party membership 
under oath. White’s dealings 
with the following representa- 
tives of communist govern- 
ments were frequent, and oft- 
times of the friendliest charac- 
ter: Oscar Lange (Poland), 
Janus Zoltowski (Poland), 
Ludwig Rajchmann (Poland), 


F. P. Bystrow (Russia), An- 


N. H., demonstrate that Harry Dexter White had wide 
contacts with individuals who had in common their 
connections with the communist network within our 
Government and outside, and with communist sympa- 
thizers.” 

So far advanced was the communist conspiracy in 
America in 1948 that Harry Dexter White had been 
agreed upon informally to be Secretary of the Treas- 
ury under Henry A. Wallace, had the latter been 
elected President. 

“The White correspondence disclosed his intimate 
relations with Henry A. Wallace,” the Senate commit- 
tee notes. “In a letter dated July 30, 1945, Wallace, 
then Secretary of Commerce, acknowledged White’s 
‘helpfulness and interest in the early stages of the 
preparation’ of the book Siaty Million Jobs.” 

It will be several years before the whole story is told 
concerning Harry Dexter White’s subversive opera- 
tions. Most fragments to date have come from reluc- 
tant—often mute—witnesses. 

“The subcommittee is currently studying the Mor- 
genthau diaries, stored at Hyde Park, and in the course 
of this study hopes to shed additional light on the 
career of Mr. White.” 

Thus far, the New Hampshire documents, as pieced 
together by the Senate staff, “disclose that White 
played a major part in writing books for Cabinet mem- 
bers, which were intended to influence public policy, 
namely Henry Morgenthau, Jr.’s, Germany is our Prob- 
lem, which contains the top secret Morgenthau Plan 
for the pastoralization of Germany, and Sirty Million 
Jobs, by Henry A. Wallace. 

“White was associated with the following individu- 
als who invoked the fifth amendment regarding their 
Communist Party membership when they appeared be- 
fore congressional committees : 

“Harold Glasser, Virginia Frank Coe, Irving Kaplan, 
Charles Kramer, Herbert Schimmel, Edwin 8S. Smith, 
Nathan Gregory Silvermaster, Abraham George Silver- 
man, and William Ludwig Ullmann.” 

White’s authority and influence in New Deal govern- 
ment reached far beyond the Treasury Department. 
He was a member of the Interdepartmental Lend-Lease 
Committee, which determined overseas allocations un- 


drei Gromyko (Russia), Ran- 
dolph Feltus (Poland). He 
even went so far as to have Ullmann present at a 
meeting with Gromyko in dealing with matters per- 
taining to Treasury policy toward the Soviet Union. 
Other associates were deeply in the communist orbit. 
“In the inner privacy of his home, Harry D. White 
kept copies of communist songbooks, some published 
in the United States and some published in the Soviet 
Union, with such rousing songs as The Red Banner, 
Chinese Red Soldiers’ Song, Red Army March, The 
Barricades, and the International.” 
Through White’s friendly influence in Washington, 
Russian occupation troops in Germany somehow ob- 
tained a set of engraved plates used in printing U. 8. 
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currency. All the counterfeit currency thus printed by 
the Russian vandals in East Germany ultimately was 
redeemed by the U. 8S. Treasury. The cost of this 
traitorous act to the U. 8S. Government never has been 
calculated precisely. Nor has the whole story yet been 
told how the Treasury plates actually were delivered 
to the Russians. The Internal Security Committee plans 
one day to complete that story in another public re- 
port. 

“The record of Harry Dexter White has been of con- 
tinuing interest to the Senate Internal Security Sub- 
committee during all the five years of the subcommit- 
tee’s existence,” the report notes. “In the hearings on 
the operations of a communist group within the Insti- 
tute of Pacific Relations, White’s name came up re- 
peatedly, with the result that his activities in the field 
of Far Eastern affairs was disclosed. Subsequently the 
committee dealt with interlocking subversion in Gov- 
ernment departments. These hearings revealed addi- 
tional references to White’s activities and his relations 
with members of a conspiratorial communist group 
operating within the Government.” 

White’s sudden death in August, 1948, came soon 
after his appearance before the Senate committee. His 
personal papers were taken in custody by the Attorney 
General of New Hampshire, who turned them over to 
the Senate committee in July 1955. Hearings on these 
papers began in Washington August 30, 1955, and the 
report was published in March, 1956. 

“For no reason explainable in terms of Treasury ac- 
tivity, the White files included a number of communist 
music books, both American and Russian.” 

One of these was The Worker’s Song Book for 1935, 
published by the Workers Music League of New York. 

“The immediate goal should be not less than twenty- 
five bands in New York City by May 1,” the Workers’ 
Music League urged. 

White’s personal appointment book carried hund- 
reds of notations regarding his meetings with Soviet 
agents in his private offices in the Treasury. 

These notations reveal that he met on September 25, 
1941 “in Mr. Cochran’s office: re Russia.” 

And on September 26, 1941, with “Mssrs Gromyko, 
Charge d’Affaires of the Soviet Embassy, and Mr. Lu- 
kashev, president of Amtorg.” 

Again, on October 29, 1941 “with Mr. Gromyko of 
the Soviet Embassy.” 

And on November 3, “with Mr. Gromyko.” 

Like notations on Gromyko or his staff were noted 
on November 14, November 24, December 2, December 
10, December 24, December 27, December 31, January 
%, 1942, March 6, 1942, March 12, June 3, June 24, July 
2, July 7, July 23, October 6, October 7. 

A like series of meetings with the Russian Embassy 
staff continued through 1943, ’44, ’45, until May 4, 1946 

-a full year after the end of the war in Europe and 
eight months after the Japanese armistice in the 
Pacific. 

Leo Pasvolsky, economic adviser to the State De- 
partment, also was included in many of these Treasury 
conferences with the Russians. Pasvolsky, now de- 
ceased, was a naturalized American of Russian birth. 

White’s office was the nerve center of the communist 
conspiracy within the New Deal. 

“For some undisclosed reason,” the Senate report 
continues, “White’s office arranged gatherings of a 
number of high-ranking policy-making officials from 
various departments of the government. . . . Since there

were an insignificant number of Treasury officials pres- 
ent, the gatherings obviously were not called primarily 
to deal with Treasury matters. It does not appear the 
proceedings were given to the public. . . . If the pur- 
pose of the meetings was to coordinate policy in the 
executive departments why were not all departments 
represented, and why were they called by White?” 

At various times, these private gatherings included 
Paul Appleby, assistant director of the Budget; C. B. 
Baldwin, assistant Chairman, CIO Political Action 
Committee; Oscar Chapman, assistant secretary, In- 
terior; Benjamin Cohen, General Counsel, Office of 
War Mobilization, White House; Lauchlin B. Currie, 
Administrative Assistant to F. D. R.; Wayne Coy, as- 
sistant director, Budget; Jonathan Daniels, Admini- 
strative assistant to F. D. R.; Mordecai Ezekiel, eco- 
nomic adviser, to Henry A. Wallace; Abe Fortas, Un- 
der-secretary of the Interior; Leon Henderson, Direc- 
tor of OPA; Robert E. Hannegan, Chairman, Demo- 
cratic National Committee; Isador Lubin, Commis- 
sioner of Labor Statistics; David Niles, administrative 
assistant to F. D, R.; Milo Perkins, Board of Economic 
Warfare; and Aubrey Williams, National Youth Ad- 
ministration. 

Summarizing this portion of the report, the Senate 
Committee observed: “A detailed study and analysis by 
the staff of the documents obtained at Concord through 
Attorney General Wyman have revealed striking new 
phases in the life and career of Harry Dexter White. 
They also emphasize the importance of White’s part 
in the conspiracy of strategically placed individuals in 
government to subordinate the interests of the United 
States to the imperialistic designs of the Soviet 
Union.” 

After noting White’s “ardent obsession with matters 
pertaining to the Soviet Union,” the Senate report 
added: “The subcommittee was deeply impressed by 
the tremendous power which accumulated in the grasp- 
ing hands of Harry Dexter White. Some of White’s 
powers reached far beyond the confines of the Treasury

international circles, and even by some in his own 
political party.

If one was looking for a senator who steadfastly 
refuses to be intimidated . . . who has a Christian 
sense of values ... or who is the outstanding critic of 
Marxist Communism and all it stands for... one 
would expect that the name of William F. Knowland 
would be one of the most notable candidates. 

Knowland, the newspaperman-politician son of a 
newspaperman-politician father, first entered the politi- 
cal arena at the age of 24. His popularity at the polls 
in his native state was first demonstrated when he was 
elected a Republican member of the California Assem- 
bly despite an otherwise Democratic landslide which 
swept Franklin D. Roosevelt into the White House in 
1932. Again, twenty years later, filing both on the 
Republican and the Democratic tickets as is permis- 
sible in California, he won the nominations of both 
parties in the primary elections with the greatest ma- 
jority of votes ever given a California candidate. 

Following in the footsteps of his father, who had 
served in the California Assembly, the State Senate 
and six terms in the U. 8S. House of Representatives, 
Knowland in 1934 was elected to the California Senate, 
where he served until 1939. 

He entered the armed services early at the start of 
World War II, and rose to the rank of Major before 
his appointment to the U. 8. Senate. 

On duty in France on August 16, 1945—two days 
after the Japanese surrender—he learned from an ar- 
ticle in the Army newspaper “Stars and Stripes” that 
he had been appointed U. 8. Senator from California 
to succeed Hiram W. Johnson, who had died. The ap- 
pointment was made by Earl Warren, then Governor 
of California, and now Chief Justice of the United 
States Supreme Court. 

Knowland took oftice on September 5, 1945, becoming 
the youngest senator at the age of 37, and announced 
that his policy would be “liberal Republicanism pointed 
toward national social progress and business stability 
and international cooperation based on a non-partisan 
approach to foreign problems.” 

His army life, he said, had “strengthened my con- 
viction that America can no more turn back to isola- 
tionism than a man can return to childhood.” 

He became an early advocate of a “get-tough-with- 
Russia” policy, particularly in the Pacific .. . a doc- 
trine and principle that he has continued to nurture 
against great opposition and criticism in political and 


Chinese attacked the tiny Na- 
tionalist island of Wuchiu and 
the Formosan (Nationalist) Chinese abandoned Tachen 
Knowland again called for militant action against the 
Red Communists of China. 

The Newspaperman-Senator has not only been at- 
tacked by Democrats and by some members of his own 
party, but he has also been censured by the British 
Manchester Guardian and the London Times which to 
millions of Americans is a compliment. 

In July, 1954, after the Senate Minority Leader had 
demanded that the United States quit the United 
Nations if the Red Chinese are seated, the influential 
London Times stated in an editorial: 

“On the whole, British opinion looks at the problem 
of Peiping’s admission to the UN as one of law, not of 
morals, Recognition of one government by another is 
usually seen here as part of the mechanics of diplo- 
macy, .. 

Perhaps such criticism of the Christian-principled 
Senator from California has its basis in selfish eco- 
nomic aims, and also because he has felt free to at 
times criticize the French and the British foreign 
policy. 

“The age of colonialism is dead,” said Senator Know- 
land last year, “We cannot maintain a position of 
leadership among the free people of the world if our 
foreign policy is tied to or appears to be tied to the

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colonial policies of France or Great Britain. Our for- 
eign policy should be based on human freedom. What 
advances it, we should support; what retards it, we 
should oppose.” He has been even more critical of Red 
“anti-colonialism” which ends are Russian colonialism. 

The principal opposition to the Senator in his own 
party has come from those so-called “liberal” Republi- 
cans, who classify him as conservative as the late 
popular Senator Robert Taft. 

Even a faint criticism from the Chief Executive on 
the Senator’s proposal to withdraw the United States 
from the UN in event of the entry therein of Red 
China, has not stopped Knowland from constantly 
sounding the alarm against the admission of Red 
China into the UN. In fact the administration has 
taken a bold stand against admission of Red China to 
the UN. Knowland hammered that the entire intimida- 
tion program of the Red Communists calls for mem- 
bership in the United Nations, eventual conquest of 
Formosa, elimination of American defense base in 
Okinawa, and the scrapping of the defense pacts with 
Korea, Japan and the Philippines. 

“As certainly as night follows day,” he said, “the 
Communist world will use the admission of Red China 
to the UN to set off a chain reaction by which they 
hope to achieve their objectives.” 

He has demanded the release of all Americans held 
in Red China. At one time last year he said: 

“No representative of the Chinese Communist regime 
should be allowed to travel in this country to attend 
any UN session in the United States, until and unless 
all American military and civilian personnel are freed 
from Communist prisons .. .” 

Repeatedly he has been attacked by the official organ 
of the Communist Party, the Daily World, which 
mouths the Moscow international party line, and in 
answer to their charges he has said: 

“As for me, as long as I have a voice or a vote in the 
Senate of the United States, I shall never consent to 
permit the guarantee of freedom under our Constitu- 
tion to be diluted or modified directly or indirectly by 
any organization having nations in powerful policy 
positions which have no appreciation of or respect for 
free institutions.” 


He has been among the few national leaders in 
political office who has recognized the real Soviet line. 
He openly mocked the so-called “Geneva Spirit” in a 
speach to the San Francisco Rotary Club shortly after 
the Geneva meet, and cited five distinct instances in 
which the Communists by deeds had disproved the 
often-voiced desires for peace. These were: 


1. Refusal of the Reds to agree to President Eisen- 
hower’s arms inspection plan. 

2. Continued subversive actions through the Comin- 
form to infiltrate other nations and undermine their 
governments. 

3. Keeping the satellite nations in a state of Mos- 
cow controlled slavery. 

4. Refusal of Moscow to permit free elections in a 
unified Germany. 

5. The record of having violated each of the 25 non- 
aggression and peace treaties with as many nations. 

Throughout the months of the so-called “Geneva 
Spirit” the University of California graduate repeated : 
“Beware of the Communists wearing smiles.” He has 
consistently charged that the ultimate goal of 
Communism has not changed, and time and again has 
been attacked by members of both political parties, the 
free thinkers, the Communist Daily Worker and the 
People’s World, both of which parrot Moscow’s line. 
He has adamantly labeled the Red’s standards of 
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conduct those of the “tooth, claw and fang standards 
of Marx and Lenin.” He has continually warned 
against placing any faith in treaties and agreements 
with the Kremlin, stating: 

“The Soviet Union has been and it remains today the 
most godless tyranny the world has ever known... to 
cheat, to lie, steal and murder, to violate treaties and 
to destroy free nations are part of the permanent policy 
of the Soviet Union. 

“It is my belief that there should be no pact with 
the Soviet Union by the free world, until and unless 
Soviet forces are withdrawn from the satellite states 
of Eastern Europe as they are obligated by treaty and 
agreement to do.” 

And as the American reds were preparing their am- 
munition, he again characterized the philosophy of the 
Soviets, when he said: 

“The present rulers of the Soviet Union are never 
going to depart from the Marx-Lenin-Stalin line and 
there will be no relief of tension until the Russian peo- 
ple are able to select a government of their own 
choice.” 

And this was when many leaders in France, Britain 
and America were shouting that we are now “in the 
spirit of Geneva” . . . the “Russian Bear” has changed 

. . and there is now prospects of “Peace in our 
Times.” 

While many have condemned his open criticism of 
the Reds, politicians of both parties are quick to admit 
that Senator Knowland is one of the top legislators in 
Washington, and that much of the success of Eisen- 
hower’s program has been due to the Senator’s astute 
leadership, tact and persuasiveness. Nevertheless, some 
politicians are as quick to condemn him for not openly 
supporting every aspect of the Administration’s for- 
eign policy, but Knowland has continued to be him- 
self, and to present what he feels is the opinion of his 
constituents even when it has been politically unwise. 

Even the United Nations has not eluded his criti- 
cism. Recently, he said that “Even though the UN is 
only 10 years old, 600,000,000 people have lost their 
freedom, and other millions have lost their lives.” 

The Senate Minority Leader called as “unadulterated 
blackmail,” the Communists’ stand in the United Na- 
tions which encouraged the balloting that admitted

Communist infiltration and activities in two of New 
York City’s lifelines—the transportation system and 
the waterfront—are under investigation by the Senate 
Internal Security Committee. 

John Lautner, Communist functionary between 1945 
and 1950 testified before the Senate committee, that 
the Reds made an intensive study of the city’s trans- 
portation system late in the 1940’s. (Maps of subways, 
water and electric systems were seen in Moscow in the 
late 1930’s according to another witness). The Red 
study involved all branches of transportation includ- 
ing the waterfront, shipping, terminals, railway opera- 
tions, and trucking of greater New York. He named 
George Watt as having headed the gathering of data 
on shipping for the Communists, George Powers on 
longshore activities and Robert Woods on railway 
terminals. 

Lautner admitted that he and James Tormey, Louis 
Sass and Leonard Levenson were selected by the Com- 
munist Party in 1947 to head up the survey of “con- 
centration points” in New York’s transporation sys- 
tem. 

According to his testimony Norman Ross, Mitch 
Berenson, Al Lannan, Hal Simon and Tom Babin were 
assigned by the Communist Party to organize water- 
front and maritime workers, (Roy Hudson headed the 
Communist Party, maritime committee, nationally). 

As the result of the survey, he said, all intimate de- 
tails of the New York City’s transportation system 
were “held and assimilated” by the Communist Party. 

Lautner, also testified that the Harry Bridges Long- 
shoremen’s Union, accused of being Communist domi- 
nated, had laid out a plan of infiltration of the water 
fronts and other transportation facilities immediately 
following World War II. Jeff Kibre, Washington rep- 
resentative of the Union, refused to testify as to 
whether he is a Communist or to admit that the infil- 
tration plan had been adopted by the Bridges Union. 

Victor Riesel, the New York Daily Mirror labor news 
columnist, blinded when a goon threw acid in his face, 
testified that Harry Bridges, west coast maritime Com- 
munist and labor union boss whom the government 
has repeatedly tried to deport, can cut this country’s 
strategic lifeline across the Pacific at anytime he 
chooses. 

In an interview with the Senate Committee’s coun- 
sel, Riesel charged that Bridges is a threat to United 
States security. Riesel, who described Bridges as “a 
champion of Communism and Communist causes” said 
that the radical labor union official had so far been 
unable to grab control at the port of New Orleans and 
East Coast Ports. 


Through his control of workers in the Hawaiian 


sugar and pineapple industry, in addition to water- 
front workers, Reisel said Bridges “could not only shut

the port, but close down the entire economy (of Ha- 
waii) by calling a strike.”

Madell. 

The Appellate Division of the Brooklyn court has 
upheld the right of the New York City Transit Author- 
ity to fire an employee who invokes the Fifth amend- 
ment when questioned about Communist activities. The 
worker is Max Lerner, suspended about two years ago 
and later discharged. The court said the authority 
was justified in its action because “his employment en- 
dangers the security and defense of the Nation and the 
State.” Under a state law the New York transit sys- 
tem had been listed as a “sensitive agency.” 

Another labor leader has been sent to jail for con- 
tempt, Capt. William V. Bradley, president of the 
International Longshoremen’s Association, who was 
sentenced to fifteen days after his union refused to 
comply with a court order forbidding a walkout. 


Reds Penetrated Top Echelon In N. Y. City 

The one-time confidential secretary to former Mayor 
William O’Dwyer, and a number of other New Yorkers 
prominent in political circles, have been linked to the 
Communist movement by Bella Dodd, former educator 
and Communist Party leader. 

Mrs. Dodd revealed the names at a session of the 
House Senate Internal Security committee. She told 
the Committee that the “Communist Party is gaining 
at an alarming rate by having its operators under 
many different labels.” 

The former mayor’s aide was named as Paul Ross. 
Others named in Mrs. Dodd’s testimony are Clifford 
©. McAvoy, former New York City Welfare Commis- 
sioner; Jules Justin, unsuccessful candidate for Con- 
gress; Hyman Forstenzer, Washington Heights, N. Y. 
political leader; Palmer Weber, former Senate employe 
and one time adviser to politicians in Connecticut; 
former Rep. Hugh DeLacy, of the state of Washington ; 
Si Gerson, legislative representative of the Communist 
Party in the state capitol at Albany and later confi- 
dential secretary to Stanley Isaacs, borough president 
of Manhattan. 

Of DeLacy she said she knew him “as a member of 
the Communist faction of the National Federation of 
Teachers.” 


U. S. Government Expells Soviet 
“Diplomats” 


A high ranking military official in the Soviet Em- 
bassy in Washington, has been expelled from the 
United States after being caught redhanded in espi- 
onage activities, but the State Department has refused 
to oust Arkady A. Sobolev, Moscow’s chief envoy to 
the United Nations, who has been accused of being the 
red ring leader in a strong arm movement to force 
Russian and Iron Curtain immigrants and refugees 
back to their native lands. 

The Senate Internal Security Committee had de- 
manded that Sobolev also be ejected from this country 
for his “eoercion, force and duress” in bringing about 
the redefection of five Russian seamen who were 
“shanghied” onto a plane for Moscow after having been 
granted an asylum here. The State Department says 
it feels the expulsion of two low-ranking members of 
the Moscow U.N. delegation fills the bill and will in- 
sure against further enforced repatriation of refugees. 

However, under American pressure, Secretary Dag 
Hammarskjold has promised an impartial probe of 
charges by Michael Shatov, former Red Army captain 
now an archivist at Columbia University, that two of 
Sobolev’s pressure boys also threatened him if he re- 
fused to become a spy in the United States for Russia. 


John Cogley Offers Weak Defense For His Fund For 
Republic, “Report on Blacklisting” of Actors. 


The military attache who has been expelled is Col. 
Ivan A. Bubchikov. Although no official information 
was released, there were reports that U.S. intelligence 
officers caught him at a mail drop in the act of pick- 
ing up secret information. 

Organized and well financed Red propagandists 
dumped over five million pieces of propaganda designed 
to lure immigrants back to Soviet satellite countries 
into the United States last year, evidence presented to 
a Congressional committee indicates. 

Irving Fishman, deputy customs collector at New 
York, told the House Committee on Un-American Ac- 
tivities, about the influx of this material at a hearing 
on the devices and methods used by the Reds to play 
on the emotions and family ties of refugees in this 
country.

SOFT ON REDS? WHILE ONE GROUP oF DeEMo- 

. craTs viciously attack President 
Eisenhower’s loyalty and security program as too se- 
vere and strive to weaken it by limitations, Governor 
Harriman and others criticize “Ike” for being “soft on 
Communism.” Let us consider the facts, which many 
Americans may have overlooked. 


Everyone will admit that the real Red threat against 
the United States and the world at large came follow- 
ing November 1933, after F.D.R. overrode the majority 
public opinion and extended to Soviet Russia diplo- 
matie recognition. This was a departure from previous 
American foreign policy, beginning with Woodrow 
Wilson and followed by Republican Presidents Hard- 
ing, Coolidge and Hoover. These Presidents also held 
to the theory that any trade with Red Russia would be 
detrimental to the world and would enhance the future 
of Russia. This was the opinion, not only of the four 
Administrations, but also of the American Federation 
of Labor, U. S. Chamber of Commerce, National Asso- 


ciation of Manufacturers, leading veteran organiza- — 


tions and approximately 90% of the American voters. 

The next “get soft with Communism” policy came in 
the employment of Communists in all key spots in our 
Government and the fostering of the Sidney Hillman’s 
CIO with its original flock of Communist organizers; 
the abandonment of the deporation cases, instituted by 
previous Republican Administrations, against alien 
Reds; the honeycombing of the WPA with Reds; aid 
to the Chinese Communists; alliance with Soviet Rus- 
sia in World War II; granting of $11 billion to Red 
Russia under lend-lease; delivery of American cur- 
rency engravings to the Reds; enlistment of Commun- 
ists in the Office of War Information, the armed forces 
and OSS; the complete capitulation to the Reds at 
Teheran and Yalta; and the presentation of special 
Presidential awards of merit to Stalin and Russian 
army officials. An avalanche of propaganda was un- 
loaded on the American people in an attempt to make 
Russia and China appear as great “democracies.” 

In the meantime, Earl Browder had been pardoned 
by President Roosevelt. Young Reds slept in the White 
House. Alien Communists agents were brought into 
the the United States through the special efforts of 
Mrs. Roosevelt, and Congressional Committees, includ- 
ing the Dies and May Committies, were scandalized as 
“scurrilous.” Later, the Trumanites declared the ex- 
posure of Alger Hiss and others were “Red herrings,” 
and Stalin, currently being accused of being a murd- 
erer, thief and pervert by the Reds themselves, became 
“good old Joe” to the Trumanites. The reputations of 
General MacArthur, General Stratemeyer and other 
great American leaders were scuttled to placate the 
Chinese-Korean Reds in the battle of the Far East, 
and Russia’s hold on East Germany was sanctioned 
at Pottsdam. 


“And you were there,” Mr. Harriman—at Washing- 
ton, D. C.; at Moscow, at Teheran and at Yalta. Yet 
you boldly charge that President Eisenhower is too 
“soft on Communism.” You say, however, that if you 
receive the nomination as the Democrat Party Presi- 
dential candidate you will revert to those “great and 


liberal” policies of the New Deal and Fair Deal. In a 
speech recently delivered in New York before the 
United Hatters, Cap and Millinary Workers Union, you 
are quoted as saying: “I am going to Chicago as a 
candidate fighting for the liberal principles of the 
Democratic Party, fighting for the principles of 
Franklin Roosevelt and Harry Truman. ...

Eisenhower has been “very naive.” Did you not in- 
tercede from Moscow to obtain for Russia the Amer- 
ican plates, serials and paper for printing occupa- 
tional moneys for the benefit of the Red army, which 
the United States alone was forced to redeem in the 
amount of approximately $380 million?

SOCIAL SECURITY FOLLY cx 

ZENS who have be- 
come addicts of “social security” are contributing 
powerfully to the destruction of the United States sys- 
tem of government. Without knowing the nature of 
their contribution to Communism, and without ac- 
quaintance with American history, many of these citi- 
zens are in effect the puppets of Red propagandists 
who have long been sapping away at the pillars of our 
liberty. The Reds wish above all that America should 
abandon free individual enterprise, so ignorant Amer- 
icans greedily demand all types of so-called “social 
security,” and thereby help the Marxists to sap the 
vitality of individual enterprise. 

The extent of government (public as socialists label 
it) ownership and management of enterprise is now an 
element of great danger to the future stability of our 
Union, as revealed by government ownership of land, 
operation of industry, needless employment of so-called

PRESIDENTIAL POLITICS Ocrourn 1918 

DENT Wooprow WILSON 
asked voters to elect Democrats to take over control 
of foreign relations, so that he could go before other 
governments to demand support of his scheme for a 
world government. His plan included the text of the 
Treaty of Versailles, and therefore it seemed needful 
that the United States should stand behind its Presi- 
dent. He intimated that unless he could rely upon a 
Democrat victory in November the fate of his plan for 
world government might collapse. 

What was the response of the voters? They defeated 
the Democrat ticket and elected Republicans to take 
control of the Senate and House. President Wilson 
persisted in pressing his acceptance of the “covenant” 
of the League of Nations, and the campaign to force it 
through the Senate failed. Later Congress, having 
neglected the Treaty of Versailles, passed a resolution 
declaring that Germany and the United States were 
at peace. 

In 1920 another effort to push the “covenant” 
through was defeated, including a Democrat nomi- 
nated for Vice President (F.D.R.). This Democrat was 
subsequently elected for four terms, beginning in 1932, 
in a violent reversion of the election of 1920. 

The history of events from 1918 to 1960 will long be 
studied by Americans for its political bearings. It 
carries with it the story of many incidents of an un- 
precedented character.

CREATING A PRESIDENT 1787 


Constitutional Convention at Philadelphia agreed upon 
the “Great Compromise” which led to the creation of 
the office of President of the United States. It was the 
cause of stubborn opposition and incessant changes of 
votes for many days, and more than one member sank 
into despair as the controversy dragged on. “We shall 
see the outcome,” said one, “and he will settle it for us 
with his sword.” Every provision that could be con- 
ceived was voted upon to make certain that the execu- 
tive power should be adequate, and yet not too danger- 
ous to individuals or States. Members frequently sug- 
gested that no solution of the problem was possible. 
But there was present one “deputy” who remained 
calm and apparently interested—George Washington. 
His silent influence acted upon members to persuade 
them to compromise, and finally hammered into an 
efficient anvil the protection they sought. 


James Monroe, on July 27, 1787, wrote to Hamilton 
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in Paris: “The affairs of the Federal Government are, 
I believe, in the utmost confusion. The Convention is 
an expedient and will produce a decisive effect. It will 
either recover us from our present embarrassments or 
complete our ruin. I have heard that they had agreed 
upon giving the limited States a negative upon the 
laws of the several States. ... But a few months will 
give us the result, be it what it may.” 

Now nearly 200 years later, there are clamor and 
confusion in discussions relating to the executive 
power. At that time the founding fathers admitted 
that no one could foresee the operations of power un- 
der executive provisions. They agreed that all possible 
precautions had been provided, but some of the mem- 
bers with astonishing prescience foretold what might 
happen. It is true that the Constitution has survived 
for 200 years, and is now the oldest instrument of gov- 
ernment in the world, but General Washington was 
not deeply impressed by the “great compromise.” In a 
casual walk one day with a friend he said he expected 
that the Constitution might survive for about twenty 
years. 

The fact that Presidents usually have faithfuly per- 
formed their duties to the people is in their favor. The 
fears of foreign influence upon Presidents do not seem 
to have mislead them, as the framers feared. Up to 
this hour the arrangements made in the Constitution 
are satisfactory to the people, in the main. It is a 
wonderful achievement of statesmanship to ordain a 
rule that will live even 100 years. The Constitution, 
like Old Ironsides, still lives. May it flourish forever!

TESTING THE WAR POWER 


from May 15th to September 17th, the delegates to the 
Constitutional Convention at Philadelphia worked in- 
defatigably to perfect the draft of a Constitution. 
They were often stymied by disagreements between 
anti-federalists and supporters of the projected gov- 
ernment. The extent of the disagreements among the 
people was never really known until a century later. 
Those who had suffered under rigid British laws were 
particularly worried by the movement to set up a 
government with unlimited powers. They feared that 
the new government would subject them to even worse 
tyranny. 

Of the many propositions offered for insuring hon- 
esty and integrity in the President, dozens of motions 
were debated. It was not until August 1787 that the 
Convention agreed upon the plans for executive and 
legislative powers. One of the problems of the framers 
was to define the extent of the power to declare war. 
Finally Congress acquiesced in a Supreme Court rul- 
ing that “every contention of force between two na- 
tions in external matters, under the authority of their 
respective governments, is not only war, but public 
war.” President Eisenhower has stated that no action 
by him which could be interpreted as war will be taken 
without the direction of Congress. 

The people have good reason for confidence in the 
President. Not before the November election need it 
be expected that any demands for war will be made. 
What is most desired by Americans is that the country 
may be in a fairly stable condition, so that the United 
States may proceed without interruption to choose its 
President for the next four years. 
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tion campaign thunder and fury. The delivery of 

political orations will be made in radio and tele- 
vision studios, in auditoriums and parks, and from the 
rear platforms of railroad passenger cars. 

As a matter of fact, presidential election campaigns 
of today could not get along without the use of rail- 
roads. If this country was no larger than the princi- 
pality of Liechtenstein railroads would not be needed 
for political campaigning; but our country extends for 
3,000 miles from the Atlantic to the Pacific seaboards, 
and for 1,500 miles from the Canadian border to the 
Gulf of Mexico.

PRESIDENTIAL ELECTION CAMPAIGNS 


Andrew Jackson and Henry Clay. Jackson used the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad, whose line at that time 
extended only from Baltimore to Frederick, Maryland. 

In every succeeding presidential election campaign 
the use of railroads by candidates and their campaign- 
ers steadily increased as railroad trackage reached out 
to all parts of our country. 

All presidential candidates, prior to the Lincoln 
versus Douglas campaign in 1860, rode on regular pas- 
senger trains. Stephen A. Douglas, however, added two 
precedents in campaigning on wheels. 

Douglas was the first presidential candidate to use 
a special train, for at least part of his campaign. On 
one occasion a regular train, with Abraham Lincoln

didates for president of the United States will use 
booklets, circulars, newspapers, radio and television to 
reach every nook and corner of this country. But that 
is not enough. Many people, perhaps most people, like 
to see the candidates in the flesh before they vote for 
them. 

All presidential campaign managers know that per- 
sonal appearances are the best vote getters. And such 
personal appearances, in our vast country, can only be 
made in comfort by using railroads. 

Airplanes are not flexible enough since they cannot 
land at countless small communities. Airplanes are 
only practical as time savers when speeches are to be 
delivered between widely separated points within a 
short period of time. 

On the other hand, helicopter transportation, in its 
present stage of development, is not smooth riding. 
And helicopter airsickness is not conducive for the 
making of effective political orations. 

Automobiles are also limited in their usefulness in 
making nation-wide political campaign tours. They are 
best adapted to short hauls such as traveling from 
special railroad trains to nearby towns off the rail line. 

Presidential election campaign managers have long 
recognized that railroads are the ideal mode of trans- 
portation when candidates and campaigners tour the 
country. They are aware that railroad transportation 
is dependable, and that it offers maximum comfort be- 
cause it provides the facilities of a hotel on wheels for 
a party of a hundred or more politicians and news- 
men as they tour the country. 

Harry 8S. Truman was sometimes accompanied by 
about 200 politicians, ghost writers, newspapermen and 
government experts in a sixteen car train. This train 
consisted of five lounge coaches, five sleeping cars, two 
diners, one press car, one power and communications 
car which kept him in touch with all parts of the 
country and the world, the $250,000 presidential ‘iron- 
clad’ car Magellan which the Association of American 
Railroads sold to the government for ten dollars, and 
one information and secretaries car which provided 
Mr. Truman, en route, with speeches adapted to local 
appeal at each whistle stop. 

The use of railroads in presidential election cam- 
paigns is not new. The first time railroad transpora- 
tion was used was in 1832 in the campaign between 


as a passenger, had to wait on a siding to give the 
Douglas Special the right of way. 

The last unit of the Douglas Special introduced the 
second precedent. It was a flat car. On it was mounted 
a cannon. This cannon would rend the air with its 
thunder to announce the approach and arrival of the 
Douglas Special at each speaking stop. The flat car 
also served as a speaking platform for Douglas and 
his campaigners. 

Naturally, at presidential campaign whistle stops 
people come to greet their favorite candidate, or to yell 
and hiss at the candidate they do not like. 

At these whistle stop political gatherings all classes 
rub shoulders—the public office holders and the citi- 
zens, the rich and the poor, the learned and the igno- 
rant. 

To stir up enthusiasm at these presidential campaign 
whistle stop meetings the air is sometimes filled with 
campaign songs, with brass band music, with noise 
from whistles and other sound producing gadgets, with 
the ringing of bells, and with chants such as “We 
want Ike!”, or who ever they want. 

The early special trains for presidential candidates 
were not for trans-continental speech making tours as 
they are today. Instead they were usually for speaking 
trips along a particular railroad line. For example, the 


Presidential Candidates, Generals Garfield and Arthur Meet 
In New York Platform Appearances. 
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New York Central & Hudson Railroad made up a spe- 
cial train for General James A. Garfield for a whistle 
stop rear platform speaking tour from Buffalo, N. Y. 
to New York City. The day after his arrival in New 
York City another special train was made up by the 
Erie Railroad for a speaking tour along the Erie at 
different points between Jersey City, N. J. and Lake 
Chautauqua, N. Y. 

During the presidential campaign of 1896, between 
William McKinley and William Jennings Bryan, the 
president of the Chesapeake & Ohio Railroad, M. E. 
Ingalls, made political speeches from the rear platform 
of his business car to section gangs along his railroad 
line. 


Perhaps the most glamorous campaign train in the 
1896 presidential campaign was the Baltimore & Ohio 
“Oratory on Wheels.” Among those aboard this special 
train were John K. Corson, president of the B. & O.; 
John J. Cornwall, who later became general counsel 
for the B. & O.; William J. Carey of Washington, D. 
©.; William Wilson of West Virginia; and William 
Bourke Clarke. 

All of these gentlemen, and others, took turns at ad- 
dressing audiences from the rear platform of the ob- 
servation car at the important points along the line of 
the B. & O. 

William Jennings Bryan nearly wore himself out 
living mostly on sandwiches and short naps as he trav- 
elled 18,000 miles on railroad trains throughout the 
United States. 

His opponent, William McKinley, who wanted to be 
near his invalid wife, did most of his campaigning from 
the front porch of his home in Canton, Ohio. He had 
plenty of audiences, however, because they arrived at 
Canton in train loads. 

The first time a loud speaker was used on a train, 
and the first time train telephone facilities were tem- 
porarily connected with the overhead wires adjacent 
to the railroad tracks, occurred during the Harding 
presidential election campaign. 

During the Eisenhower campaign in 1952 it was 
found that streamlined observation cars were not satis- 
factory for election campaigning. As a result an old 
fashioned type of observation car, one which had been 
used in presidential election campaigns from the days 
of William Jennings Bryan and Theodore Roosevelt 
down to the Thomas E. Dewey campaign, was brought 
from Chicago and attached to the General’s special 
train at Denver. 

Why did they draft this old car into service? It was 
roomy. It had an open air platform. It gave the cam- 
paigners plenty of space to stand and address their 
audiences. It enabled the candidates to get close to the 
voters. And it enabled the candidates to lean over the 
rail and shake hands with the voters. 

Naturally all railroad presidential election speaking 
tours of candidates have been planned by campaign 
managers and by expert railroaders. 

If the presidential candidate is one running for re- 
election his train and route are given special considera- 
tion. Secret service men go over the entire route in 
advance—stopping at each speaking point. At each 
such point they stake out the exact stopping point of the 
train on the track. This is done to assure the widest 
possible open space around the platform of the rear 
car so that a maximum number of people can see the 
president. Another reason for staking the stopping 
point is to provide the secret service men with vantage 
points to provide maximum protection for the presi- 
dent against possible assassins. 

Along the route, all switches are spiked before the

president’s campaign special train rolls over them. 
Tunnels and deep cuts are manned by watchmen to 
alert the train of a landslide. And a pilot engine, or 
electric handear, is usually run ahead of the President’s 
special to inspect the track. Sometimes a dummy train 
follows the President’s special as a measure of protec- 
tion against rear end collision. 

The special trains of candidates who are not Presi- 
dent at the time are not given such secret service pro- 
tection. 

Wendel Wilkie was one candidate who seemed to 
never know when to stop talking at a whistle stop, 
and as a result some regular trains were off schedules. 

Harry 8. Truman liked to travel fast on his presi- 
dential campaign trips. On the other hand Franklin 
D. Roosevelt preferred to travel more leisurely so that 
he could enjoy the scenery. But in spite of his leisurely 
attitude of mind, he never exceeded his time limit at a 
speaking stop. He recognized that delays in starting 
the train called for anti-climax talks which killed the 
effectiveness of the main speech. 

Roosevelt’s insistence that the train leave on time 
after he finished his speech was sometimes embarrass- 
ing to politicians who failed to heed the locomotive’s 
two minute warning whistle to get off the train. Some 
of these erring politicians did not have on their person 
sufficient money to pay their fare to the next stop and 
back home, and collections had to be made from those 
aboard the train. 

“Opposing trains” are either stopped, or slowed 
down, as a presidential election campaign train passes. 
This custom was introduced by the Great Western 
Railroad in 1861 when it ordered all of its trains to 
stop as president-elect Abraham Lincoln’s special train 
yey on its way from Springfield, I]. to Washington, 

. C. 

All present day presidential election trains carry re- 
serve crews as a measure of protection against possible 
illness or accidents to members of the regular crew. 
Master mechanics and electricians are always aboard 
to make any required emergency repair work. 

As the presidential candidates’ special train rolls 
along, it is customary for the superintendent of loco- 
motives to ride in the engine cab on his particular divi- 
sion to see that the train operates as smoothly as 
possible. 

Sometimes spare locomotives are stationed at stra- 
tegic points along the route to replace a locomotive

MORSE: THE POLITICAL CHAMELEON

@ He has spoken to more empty Senate seats than 
any other member of that august body for the purpose 
of getting “more space” in the Congressional Record to 
exhibit to the pinks, the liberals, and the laborites who 
have poured forth support to him. 


® He has one other Senator, equally radical, equally 
poison-tongued—Oregon’s junior Senator Neuberger, 
formerly a free lance newspaper writer, whom Morse 
campaigned for night and day two years ago. They 
stand together in the U. S. Senate like peas in a pod. 


Now let’s see what is commonly said out in Morse’s 
state of Oregon, to where he moved from Wisconsin, 
after absorbing “Progressive” socialism so that he was 
able to teach in Portland’s leftist, Reed College, spon- 
sored by the family of Revolutionary John Reed who 
went 1000% communist and lies buried at the Krem- 
lin’s wall, Moscow, highly honored by Lenin and “Good 
Old Joe” Stalin and others of communist high com- 
mand, the Politburo. 


@ Because Morse picks up lots of “fees” and expense 
monies by “speaking” at banquets, conventions, and 
labor union celebrations all over the land, he is known 
as “the absentee Senator” to colleagues who see his 
empty Senate seat, when he neglects his official duties. 


@ Out of 96 U. S. Senators he has, according to in- 
formation gathered, ranked as follows for roll-call vot- 
ing: 1950—down to 74th in regularity; 1952—54th; 
1953—62nd ; 1954—56th ; 1955—57th. 


@ And yet this spouter “had the gall to claim, (See 
Portland Oregonian, August 26, 1956): “I don’t miss 
major roll calls. No member sits .. . more hours than 
I do’ Contrast his claims with the Senate records, 
above. And roll call voting is the “standard test” for 
“attention to duties.” 


@ Way back in May, 1950, in “Frontier Magazine,” 
his closest friend, now Senator Neuberger wrote as 
follows: “This lean man (leads) @ political double life. 
No Parisian Roue, dashing expertly between bondoir 
and counting house, (is more expert at this than) 
Wayne Morse between the ADA dinners and the ban- 
quets of the West Coast Lumbermen’s Assn.” 


@ Morse led a radical fighting group to uphold the 
ancient 1946 atomic energy law, drawn in days when 
Red Russia was our ally, close friend, and privileged 
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hope of: (1) Offsetting their attacks on him; and (2) 
Forcing them to be more friendly. 

Speaking of the Press that contacts him daily, re- 
porting his constant flow of words-words-and-words, he 
said: “They are very average and mediocre people, by 
and large, especially the Editors.” (Note: Perhaps they 
KNOW him too well.) 

@ Later, when hit hard by the world’s greatest wire 
news service, he said openly: “Until I receive an apol- 
ogy ...I never want a member of the Associated Press 
to darken the door of my office . . . they are persona 
non grata ...I do not trust their veracity .. . honesty 
... ethics.” 

@ Portland’s great “Daily Oregonian,” reported 
Morse comments: “Morse shouted (to the Portland 
Central Labor Council) ‘Don’t believe anything you 
read in the Oregonian or Journal’.” Also he said : “Edi- 
tors can’t be expected to know because they don’t read.” 
@ Eugene, Oregon’s, great daily, “Register-Guard,” 
threw this light on it all: “Morse is one of the cleverest 
special pleaders, (but his arguments are) merely im- 
pressively silly. 

“Morse has haunted newspaper offices too many 
years to be ignorant of the ways of newspaper people 
and their problems. His attacks on the integrity of 
The Press is unworthy. Morse is stooping to use weap-

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ons of the demagogue. The kindest thing that can be 
said is: ‘The Senator is having one of his periodic 
tantrums,’ We’ve seen him this way before, during the 
‘University Wars.’ Morse has always boasted of his 
‘Tough Hide’ and indifference to criticisms.” 

@ Later the Oregonian’s editor commented: “Morse, 
wearing his laurels as the longest-winded Senator in 
history, charged the people are losing confidence in... 
the American press. (Note: At a time when news- 
paper circulation is breaking all prior records.) Char- 
ley Chaplin (Commy backer, in London) also (de- 
nounced) ‘lies’ by American yellow press. President 
Peron (Liberal) also denounced American Press Asso- 
ciations for spreading lies. A leftist is a liberal to 
other leftists.” 

Perhaps the most effective critiques on this flam- 
boyant weather-cock has been recorded in national 
magazines by his intimate friend, U. 8. Senator Neu- 
berger, written in the days before they became liberal 
allies. 

1. When Morse, based on his law studies at college, 
sought appointment to a Federal Judgeship (denied 
him), he was an ardent, ever-orating, Republican. But 
in October 1952 when President Eisenhower was cam- 
paigning, and Dick Nixon running for Vice President, 
Morse acted heart-broken and said openly “It can’t be. 
It just can’t be. Everything is lost. All the good 
that’s done is now undone.” 

2. In 1951 Morse had endorsed Ike, saying: He 
“could unite our people. He never ducked or hedged. . 
has great intellectual ability ... honesty.” 

Yet a year later, he defected, switched flags, and be- 
trayed Eisenhower. September 1952 he denied he would 
“repudiate the General,” qualifying that with: “If 
Pisenhower does not repudiate the sound Republican- 
ism which Constitutional liberals (himself) in the 
party have been fighting for.” 

And a few weeks later he declared he was not for 
Ike, but would spend his time with T-V and Radio pro- 
grams and showing prize cattle at fairs. 

3. Instead he did a complete flop, condemning Ike, 
endorsing Stevenson who was backed, like Morse, by 
left-wing labor unionists, who even talked of a Steven- 
son-Morse presidential ticket, (ADA’s idea) just as 
they had talked of an Ike-Morse ticket for Republicans 
—something to gain them what Reuther wants. 

Then this political flopper and all-things-to-all-vot- 
ers Senator turned his vitrol squirt-guns on Ike’s eyes 
and shouted: 

A. Ike: The most dangerous man who will ever 

have been in the White House.” 

B. “TI have absolutely no confidence in him and am 
satisfied he is completely lacking in all political 
morality.” 

And to this day, Morse has never taken back these 
outrageous attacks on President Eisenhower, or quali- 
fied them, as printed in “Time” and “New Republic” 
the latter a left-wing national magazine. 

4. Explaining this “first walk in his march from 
The Republican Party” ranks, under which banner he 
had twice been elected to the Senate from Oregon, he 
winked, wisecracked, and acted like a kid that had 
taken cookies from the jar without having been caught, 
at a great Democratic Dinner in Sheridan, presided 
over by Monroe Sweetland, Democratic National Com- 
mitteeman, his socialistic Americans for Democratic 
Action pal. 

Morse said: “For the next few years, liberals will be 
defeated. I am not afraid of defeat. But when the pen- 
dulum swings back I’ll be called a re-actionary.” 
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He labeled Ike’s NATO “an administrative monstros- 
ity.” 

He smeared Nixon as “a Red Flag in every Union 
hall.” (Note Leftists condemn Nixon because he 
“hounded Alger Hiss (the Master pro-Red into Jail).” 

Morse opposed our Army’s use of Chiang’s Formosan 
Chinese, as offered, in Korea. He said: The United Na- 
tions would “settle” the Korean problem, as we all 
know it has not. 


And he pulled his Sunday punch urging the USA to 
“Take the initiative for world peace away from Rus- 
sia”—thus outrishing the Russians in International 
Cooperations (a field apparently dearest to Morse’s 
heart). 

5. Through 16 years of “active politicking” by 
Morse, newspaper-reporter-friends have privately ex- 
plained fully half of his “tantrums” and “antics” and 
speeches and policies, by referring to some “charges” 
he had to meet, some “expediency” to keep him in the 
headlines, or some “defeat” that loomed and had to be 
overcome. 

They believe him an “opportunist” and a weather- 
cock, rather than a serious, American-type politician, 
one geared to London and Paris Fabian socialist ideol- 
ogies, rather than to our own Constitutional limits. 

Labor’s “liberals” have followed him faithfully. His 
college days are replete with speeches, policies and 
campaigns fellow-traveling with European leftist poli- 
tics. 

All this could easily explain the Morse-versus-Morse 
contradictions, his constant change of fronts, his ha- 
tred for Hoover and Taft and now Eisenhower-Nixon, 
Republicans, the Byrd-Byrns, Democrats, and Private 
property rights, and Citizens enterprise, when the issue 
of Public Ownership and the Socialist state is an issue. 

6. Morse’s switch from his role of Republican to 
“Independent” Senator, to being a registered “Demo- 
crat” is explained by the fact that his “international 
ideologies” compelled him to want a Senate post on 
the Foreign Relations Committee [long denied him by 
Republicans]. When Chairman Walter George (Demo- 
crat) offered him this appointment in a deal, Morse 
jumped at the chance and turned “DEMOCRAT.” His 
lone vote could and did change the chairmanships of 
the Senate from Republican to Democrat. 

Mid-July Senator George practically confirmed this 
switcheroo, and 1500 assembled “proletariates,” (poor 
Democrats) at the $100-per-plate banquet to “Honor 
Senator George” whooped-it-up more vigorously for 
Morse than for any other Senator, even more so than 
for Stevenson, Harriman or Kefauver, the three can- 
didates for the presidency. Thus, did the political 
switcher triumph, obliging rise to take a bow twice,” 
before the top politicians of the Democratic Party, 
whom until this year, have never had his name on their 
ballot. 

7. Another “inside explanation of a Morse Deal” 
comes undisputed from Marvin Warlick, a Democratic 
Party Chairman, describing his personal talks with 
weather-cock Morse in early 1946, when first there was 
talk of his running for the Senate. 

Warlick confirms this: “I’ve invited Morse to my 
home to meet prominent Democrats, and we felt him 
out on the situation. He told us: his sympathies were 
largely with the New Deal, but that he had always been 
a registered Republican, and in any case there was the 
problem of funds . . . He doubted we could provide 
adequate financial support . . . He was sure the Re-

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across the red-letter event, when, “on the Tuesday 

after the first Monday” in November, millions of 
American citizens march to choose electors who shall 
name the President of the United States. 

From the earliest time and among the most primi- 
tive peoples, there has been some method employed for 
registering the opinion of the people on the choice of a 
national leader. The right of suffrage has been held 
as one of the most precious privileges, and men have 
laid down their lives in order that we of this day 
might enjoy freedom of action in selecting our chief

Rome. The ballot was probably the greatest political 
advancement of the Greeks and Romans, a step in 
which the destiny of millions of people rested, to reach 
fruition in the modern republican form of government 
in which each citizen is given the privilege of partici- 
pating in its affairs. 

Secret voting for the election of public officers was 
long opposed in England. It was declared to be “a per- 
nicious innovation and a poisonous exotic,” the “deadly 
michief of making members the sole test of public 
opinion.” It was first suggested for the use of Parlia- 
ment in the time of Charles I. It was actually used for 
the Scottish Parliament in 
1662, but it was not finally

adopted by parliament and mu- 
nicipal elections until 1872. 
The first record of the use of 
the ballot in America was in 
1629, when the members of the 
Salem church chose their pas- 
tor. Five years later the colony 


adopted this method to elect 


executive. Bold men and brave women dared the un- 
charted Atlantic, that they might establish on this 
side of the world the first Republic, that man’s cher- 
ished dream of suffrage might become a fact. 

As our populace increases, each Presidential election 
finds some ten million youths voting for the first time. 
In some districts, it becomes necessary for these youths 
to step forth and pass an examination before their 
names are legally listed as voters, to demonstrate their 
mental capacity to select officials, while the more aged, 
who never confronted such a test, are permitted to vote. 

The increasing number of youthful new voters is 
now so great as to constitute a company large enough 
to decide an election in many States. Truly, the future 
destiny of the Republic, if not the world, may easily 
hinge on the decision these youths may make. 

Suffrage, however limited, has ever been the sign of 
a flourishing nation. The cooperative action of a con- 
tented people means more power to a ruler and greater 
advantages for his people. The Latin word “suffragi- 
um” comes from a root which means to make a re- 
sponsive noise. 

The will of the people has been expressed in many 
ways through the centuries—by acclamation, by mark- 
ings on leaves or paper, and by stones and pebbles, 
until finally, here in modern America, a majority of the 
election districts are now equipped with automatic 
voting machines, which record the votes with accuracy 
and dispatch. Within a few minutes after the polls 
close it is now possible to tabulate and report results. 

The first voting machines, used by primitive people 
long before the Christian era, were literally the exer- 
cising of the right of suffrage; for when a monarch as- 
sembled his subjects to consult with them on matters 
of importance to the home and the state, they signi- 
fied their approval by clamoring or by the clash of 
spear and shield. 

In Greece and Italy the people governed the deci- 
sions of the general assemblies, administrative councils 
and law courts by voting viva voce, by division, “prick- 
ing,” and by balloting with shells, broken pieces of 
pottery, peas, beans, bronze disks, or pebbles of differ- 
ent colors. 

The Spartans elected by acclamation, a method no 
more indicative of the majority will than that of today, 
for it is not always the side which makes the loudest 
noise that really holds the greater number of votes. 
In 139 B.C., the written ballot was instituted in 


their civil magistrate. From 
Massachusetts the custom 
spread to the new towns of the Connecticut River 
country. 

The method is described for us by Governor Win- 
throp: “The Governor and deputy were elected by 
papers wherein their names were written; but the as- 
sistants were chosen by papers, without names, viz: 
the Governor propounded one to the people; then they 
all went out, and came in at one door, and every man 
delivered a paper into the hat. Such as gave their vote 
for the party named gave in a paper with some figure 
or scroll on it; others gave in a blank if they did not 
want to vote for anyone.” 

An act of 1801 provided that voters at elections 
should each place his ballot on the lid of the box as he 
filed past the teller, whose duty it was to satisfy him- 
self that each ballot was single and then place it in 
the ballot box. It was not until some fifty years later 
that the opening of a folded ballot by a clerk was pro- 
hibited because of possibility of fraud. 

The United States put this idea into practice in 
1789 in those sections of the Federal Constitution 
which provide that members of the House of Repre- 
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sentatives and Presidential Electors “shall be appor- 
tioned among the several States according to their re- 
spective numbers.” This idea spread to many other 
parts of the world, being adopted in England, the 
Scandinavian countries, Canada and Australia. Its 
most striking exemplification, the equal representation 
of the States in the Senate of the United States is 
found by comparing Nevada, the smallest populated 
State, with New York State, the largest. 

Under the Constitution of the United States, a cer- 
tain number of Presidential Electors are apportioned 
to each State. The number of electors corresponds 
with the two United States Senators, plus one each 
for each Representative in Congress. Amendment 
Twelve, proposed by the 8th Congress, in 1803, and 
ratified in a proclamation, September 25, 1804, sets 
forth the methods of the Electoral College, and their 
voting to select the President and the Vice President. 

The Australian ballot was introduced in South 
Australia in 1856, and adopted by Massachusetts in 
1886. This ballot introduced independent voting, plac- 
ing the selection of the fitness for office, rather than 
party affiliation, directly in the hands and control of 
the people, who were thus able to vote, at a general 
election, for different candidates of different parties. 
This method opened the way for mechanical voting, 
since the modern voting machine is really an Austra- 
lian ballot, with superhuman ability to eliminate er- 
rors in tabulating the total vote cast for each candi- 
date. 

The first voting machine used in an election was the 
invention of Jacob H. Myers, and was used in an elec- 
tion at Lockport, New York, in 1892. It attained such 
wide-spread popularity that the idea soon spread. 
Later improved machines were perfected by Sylvanus 
E. Davis and Alfred J. Gillespie, which have since been 
improved to become the present voting machine, used 
in most States, and by leading cities. The most popular 
is manufactured by the Automatic Voting Machine 
Company, Jamestown, New York. 

Visualize the first mode of casting a vote, by use of 
crude bean, disk or pebble, with this modern marvel 
of mechanical operation, which is equipped to record 
upwards of a thousand votes or ballots, and which may 
be opened and the count recorded in a few minutes 
after the polls close. 

Across the top of the keyboard is a set of special 
keys which may be used to vote on amendments to the 
constitution of the State or nation, bond issues, or 
questions of public interest. By simply turning down 
the key, over “yes” or “no,” the vote is tabulated. 

Voters who use the old-fashioned paper ballot can- 
not correct an error, since an erasure means a spoiled 
ballot in most districts. However, should any voter 
turn the wrong key to vote for a candidate or question 
on the voting machine, he simply turns the key back, 
and then pulls down the key over the name he desires, 
and makes the correction. 

After the local election board has completed the 
tabulation of the district vote, as shown on the voting 
machine, the machine is locked and the vote preserved 
for any recount that may be taken, or for inspection by 
officials to make certain that an accurate report has 
been made. There are several safeguards embodied in 
the machine which make it impossible to alter the re- 
turns, or perpetuate election irregularities that are so 
familiar where old-fashioned methods are used. The 
sanctity of the ballot is greatly appreciated by Ameri- 
can voters of all parties, which accounts for the wide- 
spread use of machines in elections. Because the vot- 
ing machine is so foolproof and accurate, and not sub- 
ject to manipulations, accounts for the fact that its 
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adoption in certain districts, where irregular practices 
are common, has caused a type of politician to fight its 
adoption and use. 

Notable benefits resulting through use of the me- 
chanical ballot are: Easy and early speedy voting, ac- 
curate count, reduction of election expenses, elimina- 
tion of spoiled and vitiated ballots, an honest election. 
All these benefits are sought by good citizens, whose 
patriotic devotion to the Republic is uppermost in 
their mind. 


A New Commintern 


There are those organized forces behind the lines in 
non-communist countries who craw! snakelike on their 
bellies to the every command from Moscow. These the 
Communist Party recently put on a temporary show 
of independence, from the Red tyrants at Moscow, but 
on second thought following an “Invitation” to confer 
in Moscow, made apologies and declared fealty to the 
Red beast. One after one, Italy, France, Great Britain, 
Greece, Norway, Sweden, India, Yugoslavia, Malaya, 
Egypt, Iran, Albania, San Marino, Belgium, China, 
Korea, Japan, and other Parties throughout the non- 
Communist world bowed down and kissed the slimy 
feet of the Red rulers at the Kremlin and repledged 
allegiance in the world game of attempted communiza- 
tion. 

That there is a new Cominform or Comintern to be 
born is no longer a matter of speculation. Russia has 
learned that there must be a steel chain to bind for- 
eign Parties to the Moscow whim. “Independence” for 
three months has disrupted its world machine of con- 
spiracy directed from the Kremlin. 

Everyone in the know has a guess. Some believe it 
will be a repetition of the Communist International, 
others the reforming of the Cominform. Nationa Re- 
PUBLIC believes that it will be a set up of sectional Com- 
interns, each under area leadership, but with an overall 
centralized bureau binding them together and passing 
down orders from Moscow. Tito may be the head to 
take the sting off of Moscow. Taglotti (Italy) will no 
doubt be the head of the European Section. Red Chi- 
nese will head the Asiatic Section, etc. 


Australian System Still Generally Used In Europe. 
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NLESS we teach American government in its his- 
torical perspective and economic relationship, we 
shall not be able to inspire faith in the American 

way. Though I have combed a few score texts on the 
subject, I have not come across any which, as I see it, 
that completely fills the need. The best I can do there- 
fore is to describe what I have in mind. 

First of all, we should make clear that the Constitu- 
tion, on which our government is based, was written to 
safeguard the rights of the individual, and not the 
rights of any group or class. We should not hesitate 
at that particular moment to let the students acquaint 


tury concept of separation of power, was as successful 
in curbing centralized power as were the Makers of the 
American Constitution. The executive branch of the 
British government is at the will and mercy of an 
elected majority. If it fails to obtain a majority vote 
in the House of Commons the British cabinet is swept 
out of office. 

On the basis of the insight gained by a comparative 
study of the historical background which distinguishes 
western civilization from others, and America from 
Europe, an outline of the American Constitution is in 
order. It should at this point be made clear that the

themselves with the late Charles A. Beard’s Economic 
Interpretation of the American Constitution, so that 
they may learn to read this type of work critically. 
Professor Beard had studied abroad and was evidently 
more impressed with alien concepts than that of our 
American heritage. No wonder that later he sponsored 
various Communist fronts! His book is an attack on 
the bogeyman “capitalist,” an end-product of Lincoln 
Steffens’ muck-raking era. 

It then will be in order to show that western, Chris- 
tian civilization has been the only one of recorded his- 
tory to emphasize the primacy of the individual. 

The ancient civilization of Japan was based on 
Shinto (the way of the gods) which subordinates the 
responsibility of the individual to that of the race. 
That of China aimed at the preservation of the Confu- 
cian family system in which the rites of ancestor 
worship thwarted the development of individual self- 
reliance. That of India was based on the caste system, 
which annihiliates the concept of individual personal- 
ity. 

Even the old Russia, though Christian, crushed the 
individual. Greek-Orthodox Christianity, in contradis- 
tinction to the western Christian creeds, cultivated rit- 
uals not to aid individual development but as impor- 
tant and even holy in themselves. Unlike the West, 
Russia did not participate in the movement of the 
Renaissance, which released the energies of the indi- 
vidual. 

Western civilization alone regarded the individual 
as an entity, as the basis of group life. The political 
and economic concept which champions and defends 
the rights of the individual, including property rights, 
is based on, and derived from, our Christian faith. This 
creed, more than any other, is centered in our individ- 
ual responsibility before God. 

Once the students have learned to appreciate that 
the primacy of the individual is the core of western 
civilization, a brief comparative study of Europe and 
America during the seventeenth, eighteenth and nine- 
teenth centuries is to disclose that the Europeans have 
not been very successful in developing the political 
technique of safeguarding individual liberty. They 
lived in environments in which control of the individ- 
ual by the state had become customary. They were not 
able to make a clean-cut break with the past. 

Not even England, whose seventeenth century con- 
stitutional monarchy had preceded the eighteenth cen- 


vague term of “democracy” was used sparingly by those 
who drafted the American Constitution, and that the 
Founding Fathers feared the tyranny of the masses 
which was inherent in the literal interpretation of this 
term. 

In order to preserve the fundamental Christian 
rights and responsibilities of the individual the men of 
the Philadelphia Convention envisaged the establish- 
ment of a republic, as distinguished from a democracy. 
Those who drafted our Constitution devised the system 
of balance of power, which permits a large degree of 
independence from the Federal government on the part 
of American citizens. 

Distrusting any impulsive measures of the elected 
law-makers, the Founders laid down the principles 
which should guide American legislation. Referring to 
the Declaration of Independence and enumerating the 
specific rights and responsibilities of American citi- 
zens, the Constitution delineates the sphere of law- 
making to which our two legislatures are confined. 

For the sake of relative independence from the legis- 
latures the executive need not choose his council of 
administration (or cabinet) to please the majorities of 
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the two houses. The administration is not responsible 
to the legislatures but is to carry out its tasks inde- 
pendently. 

While the task of the Supreme Court as guardian of 
Constitutional principles was less clearly defined by 
the Founding Fathers it was left to early nineteenth 
century American history to develop the Supreme 
Court as an equal partner in the structure of govern- 
ment. 

The Supreme Court was to be a non-partisan institu- 
tion. Its work was to be carried on by men who could 
be trusted to render decisions in accordance with Con- 
stitutional principles, not in pursuit of any personal 
political, economic or social philosophy. It was under- 
stood that Supreme Court Justices were to curb their 
personal opinions and idiosyncrasies and to serve as 
guardians of individual rights against encroachment 
by the federal or central government. 

The Founding Fathers, steeped in wisdom derived 
from European failures in governmental experiments, 
and deeply suspicious of centralized power, recognized 
that many administrative functions, including health, 
education and individual welfare, could be more prop- 
erly administered on the regional, state, county or 
community level than from a faraway federal capital 
whose officials could not possibly render justice to the 
particular circumstances prevailing locally. For this 
reason the principle of divided power was not confined 
to the three branches of federal government, but was 
especially emphasized in the limitation of all federal 
power and the reservation of extensive rights for the 
States. 

As another genuinely native characteristic of Amer- 
ican political life our two-party system, in its origin 
and development, deserves an outstanding place in any 
high school study of American government. Here, as 
on other occasions, it is to be pointed out that no po- 
litical system ever can be perfect, because human be 
ings will never live up to ideal political and economic 
theories nor will they ever be saintly enough to follow 
the supreme commandments of God without faltering. 

It is important to show that our two-party system 
is superior to the multiple parties of continental 
Europe’s abortive “democracies.” A few study projects 
in comparative government might show the relative 
effectiveness of our two-party system and the chaos 
which results from the contention of too many parties. 

As an illustration of the danger inherent in social 
democracy (or socialism) as opposed to representative 
government (or the republican form) one might point 
out that both Lenin and Mussolini developed from so- 
cialism and that Hitler called himself a national so- 
cialist. The humanitarian efforts of innumerable well- 
meaning socialists are bound to deprive citizens of 
their independence from government, their self-reli- 
ance, initiative and sturdiness. The road of socialism 
leads to serfdom and tyranny. 

At this time, no textbook on government makes any 
serious effort to enter the field of economics. An ex- 
pert in government is not supposed to be an expert in 
economics as well. He who fails to grasp the laws of 
the free market economy will not be able to teach the 
politics of freedom; for the two areas are interde- 
pendent. 

A study of the Sixteenth (or Income Tax) Amend- 
ment discloses that by handing the purse to the federal 
government without limitation (a “ceiling”) the people 
have changed from limited to unlimited government. 
As long as the government may tax individuals (which 
includes corporations) 50 or 90 or even 100%, all be- 
come dependent on it. Investment capital, which has 
been the mainspring of our prosperity, is gradually ab-

sorbed by the central government and replaced by fed- 
eral loans. 

The welfare state usurps scores of functions orig- 
inally excluded from government. By entering into 
business in competition with private business our gov- 
ernment has already gone far into destroying initia- 
tive. 

Our government, whose number of employees has in- 
creased from 400,000 to 2,300,000 in little more than 
two decades, has become so gigantic that its upkeep 
alone must steadily increase our national debt. As a 
consequence of this trend prices and wages rise while 
the buying capacity of currency continues to decrease. 
Inflation, the loss of savings, is the natural outcome of 
government encroachment upon private enterprise. 

Present un-American trends in labor politics should 
be fearlessly discussed. The arbitrary interference of 
irresponsible union politicians with the self-regulatory 
laws of the free market economy and the destructive- 
ness of the class warfare concept ought to be opposed 
as inimical to traditional American justice. 

Talk about opposition of a labor class to a class of 
so-called capitalists should be exposed as a poisonous 
importation from politically backward Europe. Only 
economics, and not a hermentically sealed political 
science, can show us that capital, which is essential 
for the creation of products, jobs and prosperity, re- 
sults from production alone. Inasmuch as the state 
does not produce, it has no capital except what it 
takes from those who produce. 

The more the state takes, the less is left for produc- 
tion, for enterprise. Consequently a mammoth central 
government might be seized by unscrupulous politi- 
cians who promise “pie in the sky.” Such an event 
would deal the death blow to the economic foundations 
of our freedom. 

Any form of socialism undermines the prosperity of 
the American worker. Emphasis should be laid on all 
efforts of voluntary cooperation between management 
and labor, which include several types of voluntary 
share-the-wealth agreements. The more the workers 
themselves become “capitalists” by acquiring an inter- 
est in the business in which they are engaged, the less 
likely will they be to kill the goose that lays the egg. 

The right to work, which not even the Taft-Hartley 
Act has recognized, is fundamental to American free- 
dom. Coercive tactics of union bosses, including the 
union shop and the closed shop, are to be exposed as 
injurious to personal freedom. 

In varying degrees our present high school texts 
(no less than college texts) extol the merits of the 
Roosevelt administration. Such practice is profession- 
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EN years have passed now since the dismember- 
ment of Berlin—and it is just as divided today 
as at its original carving.

BERLIN, EAST AND WEST

due to the great industrial boom sweeping that section. 

Dr. Gerhartz states that only half of the prisoners 
have come back from Russia and those who have re- 
turned are in bad mental condition. Many cannot lo- 
cate their families. 

A look at West Berlin, with its 2,200,000 population 
gives a different picture—elegant shops, theaters, 
churches, apartments, University of Berlin, high 
schools, hospitals, high buildings, green parks, and the 
American Library loaded with good reading material 
which is not allowed in the Eastern Sector. The streets 
are filled with busy, happy people—most friendly to 
Americans, 

Even though the West Ber- 
lin mark is worth about four 
times the Eastern mark, still 
many Easterners come to West 
Berlin to shop, at the risk of 
having their purchases confis- 
cated as they re-enter East Ber- 
lin, and of being fined or jailed. 


You’ll enter East Berlin through the Brandenburg 
Gate—surmounted by a huge, red flag. Soon Stalinallee 
will greet you—a facade of grandiose apartments faced 
with a sort of whitish tiling. A tour back of this big 
front, however, shows Berlin as flat as it was at the 
end of the war. A few solemn-faced people are on the 
streets but no cars are evident. Life seems to be at a 
standstill. Military police are stationed at intervals 
to see that no one is spying against the “Democratic 
Republic.” Another huge display in this section of 
Berlin is the mammouth monument in honor of the 
10,000 Russians who lost their lives in the battle of 
Berlin, designed by Russian architects and built by 
German labor. The only German statues left are the 
ones friendly with Russia. 


According to Dr. Elizabeth Gerhartz, Medical Direc- 
tor of the refugee program in West Berlin, approxi- 
mately eight hundred people each day cross over from 
this Eastern sector, leaving their homes and posses- 
sions behind them. Life has become unbearable. In 
September, 1954, there was a daily average of 174, but 
in September, 1955, there was an average of 800 daily. 
About 35% of all refugees are young people, between 
14 and 25 years of age. The boys do not want to enter 
the Eastern police or army. Also there are many farm- 
ers and their families because they cannot pay the 
high taxes. According to Dr. Gerhartz, the most un- 
dernourished refugees are the farmers and their chil- 
dren, as they have to give up all their milk and farm 
produce, leaving nothing for themselves. Seventy per- 
cent of the farmers’ babies ir the Eastern Zone have 
died of starvation. 

All the refugees who register with Dr. Gerhartz’ 
agency have to undergo a procedure of questioning, and 
must have real reasons for leaving the Eastern Zone. 
The number of these persons who are not accepted as 
refugees is about 25% monthly. They are not sent 
back, but are kept in camps where they are fed or live 
with friends and get a “social support.” There are now 
in Western Berlin 23,591 such persons. 

Those who are accepted as refugees from communism 
get the same rights as a Berlin citizen. They are kept 
in Berlin for a day or so and then are flown by com- 
mercial plane to the Western part of Germany where 
they remain in camp until employment is found for 
them. Many of them are employed immediately, as 
there is a great demand for labor in Western Germany 


The shopkeepers do all they 
can to disguise new purchases, 
letting the buyers scuff up their 
new shoes before leaving the shop. East Berlin’s num- 
ber one government-run department store, the “HO” 
on the Alexanderplatz, is filled with poor unappealing 
merchandise. 

Even though there is some movement of traffic into 
East Germany from West Germany (visiting relatives 
left behind), the traveler never knows in advance just 
what he is likely to encounter. In addition to having 
to obtain a special permit, at the time he enters the 
Russian Zone the time is noted; and if he does not 
reach the exit point at the appointed hour, due to the 
many times he must show his passport, he is stopped 
for questioning: “What have you been doing along the 
way that you are late?” Or if he is early he is fined 
for speeding. 

As we drove out into the country near Luebeck, we 
stopped at a small tavern and walked to the edge of 
the barbed wire blockade dividing East and West. On 
the free side, rosy-faced children dressed in knit cloth- 
ing raced up and down the unused highway on their 
roller skates. The air was filled with laughter and 
voices. On the other side of the blockade, no one was 
to be seen. The only sign of life was the green weeds 
which had forced their heads up through the unused 
macadam. Soon a motorcycle policeman approached 
us, Saying we were too near the Russian Zone.

period from the free enterprise system to any form of 
socialism. 

These systems of Socialist confiscation, gradual or 
immediate, certainly were not those which inspired 
early American settlers to move forward to build this 
great nation. Socialism has destroyed all initiative 
and hope in the Russian people under Communism, 
and it wrecked England economically during World 
War II, and India’s struggle for existence under the 
socialist effort. It now levels the people inhabiting one- 
third of the world to organized pauperism. Distribu- 
tion of poverty is the ultimate goal. 

Government ownership of 
land and industry is in opera- 
tion in all Iron and Bamboo 
curtain countries today. Red 
China recently completed its 
socialization of industry and 
farm lands, and thirty million 
have died in the process. The 
people of Poland and other 


normal. Each move of this organized force is sugar- 
coated as some form of humanitarianism and social 
reform, and while constant in its demands the full 
steam is usually put forth during periods of wars, 
strikes and recessions. Their theory is that every indi- 
vidual is addicted to certain greeds, desires for more 
and more, regardless from whence it comes, so they 
become easy prey for the so-called social reformers. 
This is what is commonly labeled “creeping socialism.” 

There is a second type that goes all out in an effort 
to gain the same goal through organized minority, agi- 
tation, force and violence groups, agitating and or- 
ganizing turmoil and plotting the destruction of gov- 
ernmental set-up, confiscating everything at one swoop 
and placing the people under an immediate Socialist 
(Communist) dictatorship which, in turn, rations the 
use or employment in such fields of endeavor that have 
been seized. 

A third force uses the political party method of ad- 
vancing socialism by the election of so-called “pro- 
gressives” and “liberals” on major party ballots— 
the “step-by-step to socialism” method. Over a period 
of years almost every phase of the earlier Socialist 
Party platforms has been foisted on the American pub- 
lie by this cleverly disguised force. These operate 
through organizations such as the Public Ownership 
League, League For Industrial Democracy, Religion 
and Labor Foundation, Church “Social Justice” Or- 
ganizations, Independent Voters Leagues, and Pro- 
gressive Legislative movements. 

Taxation is one of the principal methods of sapping 
the vitality of the American free enterprise system. 
John Jay said: “The right to tax is the right to de- 
stroy.” The Socialists have openly stated within their 
own circles that when socialism is completely har- 
nessed upon the American people there will no longer 
be a need for high wages and individual thrift; that 
the government will care for the individual throughout 
illness, pregnancy, unemployment, old age and death. 
There would be no need, they claim, for one to work 
diligently and save for his future security or that of 
his off-spring. Taxation to the degree that it takes 
practically all one’s earnings from his own efforts, ex- 
cept for that which is needed for bare living costs, 
together with an ever-increasing inheritance tax to 
take from the heirs the savings of the present-day 
thrifty, and excessive taxation on business enterprise, 
is among the powerful tools used in the transition 


countries have attempted to 
throw off its shackles. To take 
from the large and small prop- 
erty owners and industrialists, as well as the farmers, 
rationing land for use on a share-with-the-government 
basis and operating all business and industry creates 
shortages and unbearable inflation, but it is the Social- 
ist and Communist practice. Consequently, the entire 
populace becomes hungry, for the farmer, under such 
conditions, is shorn of an incentive to produce more 
than is necessary for his own needs, and the worker 
is unwilling to produce more than compelled. All in- 
dustry taken over by the government becomes stagnant 
after the State becomes the gruesome boss. Everyone 
becomes a politically-directed slave and dependent 
upon the State. Socialized medicine is under the direc- 
tion of socialized doctors, as are hospitals, and the 
people must accept the mechanized services dealt them. 
Over one hundred million individuals have already 
perished under various forms of socialism since 1920. 

Everything becomes government (or public) business 
under socialization and what’s everybody’s business be- 
comes no one’s business and service breaks down. The 
“progressives” and “liberals” are battling to further 
government (public) ownership step-by-step in the 
United States today. Socialists, under disguise, are 
aiming at harnessing water for power, gas, fuel and 
atomic energy with government ownership and/or op- 
eration.

Ford Foundation Fund Investigated 


Investigation of a 312 page report of the Fund for 
the Republic entitled “Blacklisting,” in which it is 
charged by this left arm agency of the Ford Founda- 
tion that actors whose names have been linked with 
the Red movement are being “blacklisted” in the movie 
industry, and in the field of radio and television, has 
brought the observation of the Chairman of the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities that there are 
grounds for concern whether the “Fund for the Re- 
public stands as friend or foe in America’s struggle 
against Communism.” 

The Funds two volume report on “Blacklisting” was 
written by John Cogley, former executive director of a 
eatholic lay publication, The Commonweal, and per- 
sonal assistant to Robert M. Hutchins, president of the 
Fund. After Chairman Walter of the House Commit- 
tee declared that, “the American people are entitled to 
know” whether the “Fund for the Republic’s” “exten- 
sive and diverse activities are strengthening or weak- 
ening our security structure in the Communist cold 
war,” Hutchins sprang to the defense of the author of 
the report and charged the Congressional committee 
with “an unprecedented invasion of freedom of thought 
and expression.” 

One witness testified that one of those who worked 
for Cogley on the report, was a former member of the 
Communist faction of the Newspaper Guild, and Cogley 
admitted that his personal assistant in the project had 
been a member of the Young Socialist League. 

The author of the controversial report made it clear 
he had made no distinction between known Commu- 
nists and persons allegedly innocently accused of Com- 
munist affiliations. He was directly asked if he felt 
an employer would be justified in refusing employment 
to a proven member of the communist conspiracy and 
he retorted “I have not expressed any position on 
that.” 

Elizabeth Poe, one of Cogley’s aides on the “Fund 
for the Republic” project, was named as a former 
communist in the Newspaper Guild by Frederick Wolt- 
man, New York World-Telegram and Sun, columnist. 
Cogley said he felt he needed someone friendly to the 
Reds, Woltman testified Cogley told him when the col- 
umnist reported on Miss Poe’s background. Cogley 
reportedly based his feeling on his allegation that he 
had several anti-Reds on his staff. 

The Committee counsel Richard Arends, asked Cog- 
ley at the hearing if he knew Michael Harrington, an 
assistant, had been a member of the Young Socialist 
League; that Paul Jacobs, who worked on the movie 
phase of the report, had been a member of the Young 
Communist Labor Youth League; whether he was 
aware that Dr. Marie Jahoda, an immigrant of ten 
years and one of his staff members, had written reports 
critical of the U. S. loyalty program and was once a 
member of the Austrian Social Democratic Party. 

The “Fund for the Republic” Report charges that 
“blacklisting” of performers has become an institution

in all branches of the entertainment industry except 
the legitimate stage. It says hundreds of persons have 
been denied employment and others have suffered loss 
of income over long periods of time. 

The foreword to the book was written by Paul G. 
Hoffman, of Ford Foundation and chairman of the 
Fund. 

The report implied that the entertainment industry 
has surrendered its clearance of performers to “clear- 
ance men” naming Woltman among them. Another 
was James O’Neil, American Legion publication direc- 
tor, who bluntly stated his organization “has never en- 
gaged in either blacklisting or the so-called clearance.” 
News columnist George Sokolsky, another listed as a 
“clearance man” termed the Cogley report “a melange 
of misinformation.” He estimated that some 300 per- 
formers are now back at work because of rehabilitation 
efforts in which he and others participated. He said 
he knew personally of rehabilitation in behalf of John 
Garfield, Luther Adler and Judy Holliday. 


“Cultural” Propaganda In Our Schools 


More effective safeguards on the showing of foreign 
films in American schools and colleges has been urged 
by Sen. James O. Eastland, chairman of the Senate 
Internal Security Committee. 


He charges that Russia and other Iron Curtain

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countries are spending huge sums on films of the 
type to advance the cold war propaganda. 

“We cannot allow the youth in our schools to be 
brainwashed by pretty pictures provided by a nation 
that does not dare let its visitors see the real condi- 
tion of its own people,” the senator exclaimed. 

One of the witnesses before the Senate Internal Se- 
curity Committee admitted the Soviets are sending 
films to American colleges and public schools. The wit- 
ness was Alexander Sherman, a distributor of products 
of Soviet Artkino. Other pro-Red propaganda films are 
being sent to American schools by a Canadian firm. 

The Legion of Decency (catholic) has assigned the 
movie “Storm Center” a “separate classification”—a 
catagory given certain films requiring some analysis 
and explanation as a protection to the uninformed. The 
picture stars Bette Davis as a small town librarian 
battling the efforts of a town council to have a Com- 
munist book removed from the school library shelves. 
The Legion says “the highly propagandistic nature of 
this controversial film offers a warped over simplified 
and strangly emotional solution to a complex problem 
of American life. Its specious arguments tend seri- 
ously to be misleading and misrepresentative by reason 
of an inept and distorted presentation.” 


"Save Our Sons” Under Investigation 


While a Senate committee was seeking all available 
facts concerning activities of Russians in “brainwash- 
ing” prisoners of war, another Congressional commit- 
tee heard two witnesses testify that the organization 
known as the “Save Our Sons Committee” had forged 
documents bearing the names of prisoners of war in 
an effort to undermine the Korean war effort of the 
United States. 

Appearing before the House Committee on Un-Amer- 
ican Activities, Dale E. Jones, of St. Charles, I1l., and 
Curtis Spencer of Summitt, IIL, told of Red propa- 
ganda efforts among American prisoners. 

According to testimony given by Jones, the “Save 
Our Sons” group circulated a letter bearing his name 
and urging action to end the Korean war. He said he 
did not write the letter. Spencer admitted writing 
the outfit but said when his letter was published its 
contents had been materially altered. 

Mrs. Florence Gowgiel, of Argo, Ill., who heads the 
“Save Our Sons” outfit ducked behind the Fifth amend- 
ment when asked if she changed Spencer’s letter, al- 
though she denied forging Jones’ name to the ether 
letter. She invoked the Fifth amendment on practi- 
cally all other questions relative to the organization 
and the letters. 

Seeking ways to combat Soviet type brain washing, 
the Senate Permanent Investigations Committee, heard 
an array of witnesses on Red methods and reactions of 
American G.I.’s. 

Chairman McClellan, of the Senate committee, said 
he expected the committee would develop evidence 
showing that “it is the aim of the Communist system 
not only to control land areas but the minds and souls 
of members of the human race.” 

Capt. Bert Cumby, of Army Intelligence, told the 
Senators that one-third of all American prisoners of 
war who had been captured in the Korean conflict had 
cooperated or collaborated with their Red captors “in 
some degree or other.” He admitted the success of the 
propaganda campaign of the Reds in this respect. 

Maj. Clarence L. Anderson, an Army doctor who was 
held prisoner for nearly two years, said the Reds delib- 
erately underfed their captives to break them down. 

Two experts testified the Reds have revived a system

many centuries old to accomplish their purpose, It 
consists of mentally brutal questioning routines and 
isolation schemes.

Move to Ban Public Funds to Red 


Schools 


On July twenty-one, 1947, Editor of National Repub- 
lic, Walter S. Steele, testifying before the House Com-

mittee on Un-American Activities, charged that several 
Communist schools in the United States were receiving 
funds from the Veterans Bureau in Washington, D. C., 
under the G-I Training bill, and that many veterans of 
World War II were thereby being orientated in Com- 
munism and pro-Sovietism, at the expense of American 
taxpayers. 

The testimony of Mr. Steele was printed by the Gov- 
ernment Printing Office and the charges appear on 
pages 56, 57 and 58 of that printed testimony. Naming 
the schools, Mr. Steele was questioned by Congressman 
Herbert C. Bonner of North Carolina, a member of the 
Committee, on what authority, if Mr. Steele knew, was 
the Veterans Bureau shelling out government funds to 
these Communist schools. Mr. Steele replied by stat- 
ing that, on inquiry he had been informed by an au- 
thority in the Veterans Bureau, that under the G-I 
Bill enacted by Congress, the Bureau was compelled 
to remit for G-I tuitions to any school approved by the 
authority of the State in which the institution apply- 
ing existed. The sensational exposure of the schools 
by Mr. Steele’s testimony, received widespread news- 
paper attention but Congress appears to have forgotten 
all about this Red racket until recently. 

Mr. Steele testified in detail concerning fifteen of the 
thirty or more Communist schools he had investigated, 
three of these had branches, one in New York with seven 
branch schools. They had enrollments of several thous- 
ands of students, teen-age and adult. One had en- 
rolled over a period some 40,000 in its classes. While 
some of these have since folded up, it would be inter- 
esting to learn how many received funds from our 
government. 

On June 28, 1956, some nine years later, the Senate 
Committee On Government Operations, headed by Sen- 
ator John McClellan, of Arkansas, issued a Report 
printed on hearings concerning an jiuvestigation made 
by that Committee in January and February, this year 
(1956), stating that “over $3 million from the United 
States Government” was paid out by the Veterans 
Bureau to Communist schools for G-I “tuition since 
1945.” The Committee Report states that, “An ex- 
penditure of Federal funds such as this which will, 
directly or indirectly, support Communist causes or in- 
stitutions is, to say the least, neither an efficient expen- 
diture, nor one that is in the best interest of the United 
States.” 

The bare facts are that the government paid out 
over the period dealt with by the Senate Committee a 
total of $3,473,633.84, according to government ac- 
counting, to but four of the thirty or more Communist 
schools existing during that period which as vultures 
seeking dead prey, the Communists were busily scaven- 
gering public funds for wherever possible, and grabbing 
off for influence all the veterans possible for its politi- 
cal and conspiratoral activities in our country. At 
this very moment a score of former G-I’s are laying it 
out in American prisons for conspiring as Communists, 
for the overthrow of our government; another highly 
decorated former G-I while serving time for sedition 
is battling in courts for government G-I benefit pay- 
ments which were cut off at the time of sentencing. 

The Senate Investigating Committee in 1956, on in- 
quiry and study of law, comes up with the same answer 
that Mr. Steele came up with in 1947, that under pub- 
lic law 346, enacted by Congress that “an eligible vet- 
eran may attend any school approved by a recognized 
State approving agency” and that in each instance a 
State had approved the Communist schools to which 
thousands of G-I’s attended. But law 550 enacted by 
the 82nd Congress, (1951-52) does prohibit payments to 
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Hungarians Stage Sensational Flight In Dash To Freedom.

any educational institution included on the D.J.’s sub- 
versive list. Just one of the schools recently investi- 
gated by the Senate Committee has as yet been placed 
on the D.J.’s subversive list and the Committee for 
some reason evidently did not investigate a number of 
the other Communist schools which are on the D.J. sub- 
versive list, but the Senate Committee has after the 
nine long years since Editor Steele’s original exposure 
of this fraud on the American taxpayers, recommended 
the enactment of amendments to public law 346, passed 
by the 78th Congress, and public law 550 passed by the 
82nd Congress, to preclude “insofar as, practical the 
expenditure of Federal Funds for Communist owned 
schools training veterans.” Why not “exclude” (per- 
iod)? No such expenditure of American funds to 
Communist schools are “practical.” 


Playwright Voted In Contempt By 
House Committee 


Arthur Miller, the playwright who made headlines 
in marrying the glamour girl Marylin Monroe, simul- 
taneously made headlines when he testified he “would- 
n’t deny” having contributed to Red front groups. He 
balked however, when he was asked to name persons 
who attended meetings of “Communist Party writers.” 
The House Committee on Un-American Activities be- 
fore which he appeared voted to ask Congress for a 
contempt citation for his refusal to reveal the names.

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He said, “My conscience will not permit me to use the 
name of another person.” 

In this statement subsequent to the contempt cita- 
tion vote Miller said “The meetings in question oc- 
curred nearly ten years ago. At that time the Com- 
munist Party, as far as I was aware, had not been 
declared a conspiracy, but was legally recognized.” 
The Communist Party was ordered outlawed by Con- 
gress in 1937. 

During the hearings he admitted having been a mem- 
ber of a number of Red front organizations and with 
having contributed to such. He denied ever having 
been under “Communist discipline.” 

Joe Julian, an actor, has lost an appeals court deci- 
sion in his suit against a publisher who listed his 
name as one who had lent his name and presence to 
Communist front movements. Julian brought a libel 
suit against publishers of “Red Channels,” seeking 
$150,000. The New York Court of Appeals dismissed 
the suit on the grounds that the publication had made 
a “fair comment” and that its reference to Julian was 
not libelous. 

He contended that the publication made the public 
believe he was either “A Communist dupe, tool, sucker, 
part of a transmission belt, fellow traveler or a ‘red 
channel’.” He said his listing prejudiced his oppor- 
tunity to earn a living. 

During the original trial from which the appeal 
stemmed Julian admitted he had attended the meet- 
ings as alleged in the book and he also conceded that 
some of the sponsors of those meetings were Commu- 
nist sympathizers. 

The Appeals court made an important statement 
with respect to the position of those in the entertain- 
ment field when it said in the decision “The plaintiff, 
an actor in the radio and television industry, a major 
medium in shaping public opinion, performed a public 
act in appearing and reciting at the meetings organ- 
ized by Communist fronts. 

“With frequent access to the radio and television 
audiences, actors, writers, directors and preducers can 
and do mold the thinking of our citizens to a degree 
far greater than our leaders in political, economic, 
philosophic or religious life who cannot afford to or 
do not utilize these media extensively.” 


Are Foreign Language Publications 
Red Tools? 


Investigators are seeking to learn to what extent 
Detroit’s Polish language newspaper, formerly pub- 
lished by the late Thomas X. Dombrowski, has ope- 
rated under Red influence. Dombrowski, long a sup- 
porter of leftwing causes, was slain in New York while 
on his honeymoon. 

The paper known as “Glos Ludowy” (Peoples Voice) 
is still under the direction of Henry Podolski, its for- 
mer editor who was deported to Poland. Sen. East- 
land says Podolski’s “main assignment” has been to 
send directions on the operation of the paper. 

Indictments have already been returned in federal 
court against the Romanian-American Publishing 
Company of Detroit and nine persons alleged to be 
affiliated with it. They are Maria Mila, of Detroit, a 
director and secretary-treasurer; Nick Kish, Detroit, 
a director; John Domnariu, Detroit, a Director;

COMMUNIST MENACE ABROAD

“For I was hungered, and ye gave me meat; I was thirsty, and ye gave me drink; 


I was a stranger, and ye took me in; I was naked, and ye clothed me; I was sick 
and ye visited me; I was in prison, and ye came to me, 

And the King shall answer and say to them, I say unto you, Inasmuch as ye have 
done it unto one of the least of these my brethren, ye have done it unto me... .” 


Contrast this Christian attitude with that of the 
Communist dictators’ reply of gunfire, tank thrusts 
and airplane machine gunning in the recent cries of 
the workers and their families of Poland. ‘““‘We want 
bread,” “‘We want freedom,” “We want lower prices 
and higher wages,” “‘Down with Communist dictator- 
ship,” “Down with Soviet occupation” ... To which 
merciful cries of desperation, a heathenish Red dicta- 
tor ordered slaughtering attacks . . With a flag 
bathed in the blood of the initially slain, the freedom 
seeking hungry Polish workers in a determined effort 
to be heard around the world, dared to continue their 
pleas for righteousness, until their ranks were com- 
pletely shattered by the Red army and police. 

The uprising against the Red tyrant, began with a 
walkout strike at the Stalin Engineering works in 
Poznan, It ended after the five thousand strikers, aug- 
mented by 25,000 civilians, were slaughtered and 
manhandled in the public square. Hundreds were 
slain in cold blood in the streets. Others were clubbed 
to unconsciousness, arrested and jailed and now await 
a sorry fate. But, the Lord says, “Blessed are they 
which do hunger and thirst after righteousness, for 
they shall be filled,’ and “Blessed are they which are 
persecuted for righteousness sake, for theirs is the 
Kingdom of Heaven.” 

So while the Poznan demonstrators for bread and 
freedom have been silenced, it was not until after the 
demonstrators had seized and destroyed the Commu- 
nist Party headquarters, opened the cells of the jails, 
seized arms and tanks from troops, and had demon- 
strated the determination and strength of their con- 
victions for righteousness. The world was incensed 
by the reprisals, and the Red dictatorship at Moscow 
is deeply shaken by the realities of what is to come, 
the threatening of their power over the Red throne 
and their rule over Russia, the Iron Curtain, Red 
China, Tibet and Korea. 

East Germans had threatened Red rule by such a 
challenge three years ago; so troops were rushed into 
that area immediately following the recent Polish 
upheavals;, Latvia, Esthonia, and Lithuania was also 
in question, so Red troops were rushed into those 
countries; In Czechoslovakia, security was immedi- 
ately tightened, for student riots were threatening 
there; Rumanians were still seething over the brutal 
blood-letting there of two months ago, when secret 
police slew hundreds in the streets and let them lay 
for days as cold warnings to others; In parts of Rus- 
sia proper, such as the Soviet of Georgia and the 
Ukraine, security forces were alerted and augmented; 
In Hungary, the Reds immediately switched dictators 
in an effort to placate the rising tide; in Tibet, farm- 
ers and monks joined in challenging the Red Chinese 
dictatorship, forcing China to rush 100 more Russian 
tanks and upwards of 100,000 troops in an effort to 
quell the peoples drive to freedom. 

The bare needs of livelihood are at a low ebb, infla- 
tion is rampant, prices are skyhigh, wages are low, 
unemployment is rife and dictatorship is ironfisted. 
Peoples have sold everything of tangible value, even 


—St. Matthews, Chapter 25, Verses 35, 40. 


rough furniture, in an effort to obtain bread. Winter 
months are ahead, fuel is costly, clothing is out of 
their reach, freedom is gone. As these conditions grow 
more unbearable, the dictatorship tightens its grip. 

But what can people expect from an atheist, human- 
less rule such as that under 
Communist dictators .. . be it 
Lenin, Stalin, Voroshilov, or 
Khrushchev—ruthless men who 
hold no belief in God or a 
future, who place no value on 
human life, who look upon 
man as the successor of the 
ape, and therefore only fit to 
be herded as animals .. .? 

It was Lenin who said of 
human lives, “The World War 
(One) cost sixteen million lives. What if another five 
or ten million die? Communism must live.’”’ He con- 
tinued, “It would not matter a lot if three-quarters of 
the human race perished; the important thing is that 
the remaining quarter should be communists.” 

Lenin knew then, that Communism could not be 
thrust on the peoples of the world without great 
waste of human life, . . Statistics show that over 15 
million peoples of Russia were sacrificed at the altar 
of atheistic Communism through famines and by fir- 
ing squads, under the regime of Lenin. History shows 
that tens of thousands more died at the brutal hands 
of Stalin, in Russia and Iron Curtain countries, with 
the aid of Khrushchev, who masterminded the brutal 
slaughters and imprisonments of some five million 
Ukranians under Stalin; that at the outset of the 
Red revolutionary rule, the now President Voroshilov, 
of Russia, according to his own boasts, “won a war 
without firing a shot.’’ He had assured Czarist Army 
officers and their families complete freedom if they 
would but surrender peacefully. He brags that they 
were immediately put to death in mass murder after 
surrender, some 11,000 or more of them. . . their 
sons with them; their wives and daughters were forced 
into Red army brothels for use of the members of the 
armed forces. . . 

In Red China it is reported that 30 millions have 
met death or imprisonment at the hands of the dic- 
tator, that Communism might live. Purges, of the 
blood-letting kind is a common every-hour occurrence 
behind the Iron and Bamboo Curtains—So the brutal- 
ities of July are not new. People will arise, and arise, 
as the bloody hand of Moscow and Pekin drips, for 
some day that hand will be stilled. 

Imagine if you can any possibility of “peaceful 
co-existance” with such lunatic, vodka drunken des- 
pots as now control the peoples of one third of the 
earth’s surface. 

But strangely enough there are daily recruits to 
this menacing force. Of those who do not join them 
some declare “neutrality’’ under the guise of paci- 
fism, How can one be silent to such an organized 
crime and threat? Nehru, Nassar and Tito seemingly 
can. There are Red tools in all countries.

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disciplinary committee. Matles and Lustig are leaders 
of the Red element in the United Electrical Workers 
Union. 

Under Senate committee prodding that the causes 
be expedited the Justice department said the delay 
was due in part to a Supreme Court decision in similar 
cases. 

Matles case has already been set for trial, the Jus- 
tice Department said, and the cases of Lustig, Radzi 
and Weinstock have been restored to court calendars. 

Leonard B, Boudin, who finds himself a busy man as 
mouthpiece for Communist defendants, has won a U. S. 
Court of Appeals decision forcing the Secretary of 
State to review his passport application. The State 
Department had denied a passport to the lawyer on 
the grounds that he has supported Communist move- 
ments. State Department regulations provide that a 
passport may be denied Communists and former Com- 
munists still under party discipline, persons who sup- 
port Communist movements to the extent it warrants 
the conclusion they are under party discipline, and 
those who are apparently going abroad to advance 
Communist interests. In the Boudin case the court 
held that the State Department had not based its de- 
nial on the conclusion the attorney was under Com- 
munist discipline. 


Question Use of Passports 


Paul Robeson, the negro singer who once won one of 
Joe Stalin’s “peace” prizes, kicked off a contemptuous 
session of the House Committee on un-American Activ- 
ities resulting in a batch of contempt citations being 
voted by the committee. 

A number of witnesses had been called before the 
Congressional committee which is probing issuance of 
passports to Communists and Red sympathizers by 
the State Department. Chairman Francis Walter said 
the committee was looking into what he called “the 
use of passports in furtherance of the international 
Communist conspiracy.” 

Robeson’s appearance was marked by a heated ex- 
change of words between the witness and the Com- 
mittee Chairman. Robeson, refusing to say whether 
he is a Communist, brought the session to a climactic 
close when he bellowed at the Committee “You are the 
un-patriots and you are the un-Americans and you 
ought to be ashamed of yourselves.” Early during 
questioning he told the Committee it is “none of your 
business what I think” and invoked the Fifth amend- 
ment when pressed for an answer about Communist 
party membership. 

In addition to citing Robeson for contempt the com- 
mittee voted citations against Dr. Otto Nathan, asso- 
ciate professor of economics at New York University 
and executor of the estate of the late Albert Einstein, 
the scientist and Clark Foreman, director of the Emer- 
gency Civil Liberties Committee of New York, and presi- 
dent of the Southern Conference for Human Welfare. 

Foreman and Nathan had been directed by sub- 
poena to produce to the committee the passports which 
had been issued to them. They refused to turn the 
documents over to the committee although they offered 
to display them at the committee session. They refused 
to surrender them to the committee and the committee 
chairman ruled that merely displaying them for exami- 
nation did not meet the requirements of the subpoena. 

The committee, at the same session voted to refer to 
the Department of Justice, the testimony of Leonard

Boudin for a determination whether he committed per- 
jury in denying Communist party membership when he 
appeared before the committee. Boudin, incidentally, 
is Robeson’s attorney. 


Red Seditionist Battles For 
American Pension 


Robert Thompson, a Communist Party ring leader 
who is now serving a seven year federal prison term for 
advocating the violent overthrow of our government, 
is seeking through his atotrney to have his 100% disa- 
bility payments through the Veterans Administration 
reinstated. The pension was discontinued under a 
law which enables the Veterans Administration to can- 
cel payments in cases of veterans aiding the country’s 
enemies. His attorney appeared before the Veterans 
Administration appeal board seeking to have some 
$9,000 in pension payments granted to Thompson. The 
VA board said it would seek to determine whether 
Thompson had assisted the enemy during the Korean 
war and would make a determination under the public 
law governing pensions in such cases.

rupt the Americn economy was emphasized in the testi- 
mony of Arthur I. Bloomfield, senior economist of the 
Federal Reserve Bank of New York, before the Senate 
Internal Security Committee. This committee is ex- 
ploring the need for new laws “against infiltration cre- 
ated by programs of certain foreign countries which 
permit undisclosed monies of citizens of all nations, in- 
cluding Communist ones, to invade the United States 
economy.” 

Discussing the “hot money” problem, Mr. Bloomfield 
said he had knowledge that “a considerable amount of 
foreign money” has moved into the United States in 
the last ten years. 

The source of the money is hard to trace, he said, 
but it would “be technically quite feasible for Russia 
or any Soviet country to get dollars through Swiss or 
other foreign banks and invest the money in this 
country anonymously.” 


No "Art For Revolution" At 
Taxpayers Expense 


The United States Information Agency will probably 
go out of the business of organizing traveling art ex- 
hibits as the result of a tempest kicked up over dis- 
play of the works of some its artists with Communist 
leanings. The USIA had previously cancelled a dis- 
play of “Sport in Art” which was scheduled for exhibit 
in Australia. A group of patriotic citizens in Dallas, 
Texas originated the protest when the display stopped 
off there on its way to the West Coast. 

Theodore Streibert, director of USIA, recently told 
the Senate Foreign Relations Committee an exhibit of 
some 100 American paintings of the 20th Century 
scheduled to be sent to Europe has been cancelled. 


The agency had called on the American Federation 
of Arts, with main offices in New York, to make the 
selections for the exhibit. About half of the display 
had been assembled in New York when a representa- 
tive of the Information office advised the federation 
that ten of the artists on the list were not acceptable 
because of their Red-front background. The Federa- 
tion withdrew, refusing to make “a political test” of 
the artists. 


In the House of Representatives Rep. George Don- 
dero, of Mich., charged that communists have increas- 
ingly and ruthlessly dominated the field of American 
art. He said the Reds are now using what they call 
“culture” as a major propaganda weapon. He said 
“Left-wing culturists have adapted their collective 
leadership into an all-out attack on the State Depart- 
ment’s recent cancellation or the “Sports in Art” ex- 
hibition originally booked to be shown under its aus- 
pices in Australia during the Olympic games.” 

The Michigan Congressman referred to Leon Kroll, 
as one of the artists being publicized by the Red press. 
He said “Kroll has served as director of the National 
Council of American-Soviet Friendship and promoted 
its propaganda art division.” He said this organization 
was on the Attorney General’s list of subversive or- 
ganizations. 

On another cultural front the American Legion in 
Philadelphia lost a round with the city solicitor in its 
efforts to ban the appearance of an actress branded as 
being a pro-Red. 

The Legion sought to block the performance of Gale 
Sondergaard at the city owned summer theater where 
she was scheduled to take a part in “Anastasia.” 
David Berger, the Solicitor, held that Actors Equity 
contracts “prohibit blacklists” and in the absence of 
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any direct reasons involving her abilities the refusal 
would constitute a “blacklisting.” 


Reds Go To Court In U.S.A., 
Not Firing Squad 


The courts have had some busy days dealing with 
un-American activities. 

Probably the most notorious case involved Atom spy, 
Morton Sobell who lost another in a series of bids for 
freedom. Sobel was convicted along with the Rosen- 
bergs in 1951 for a conspiracy to hand atom secrets 
over to the Russians. The Rosenbergs were executed, 
but Sobell got off with 30 years in Alcatraz, ever since 
which he and his organized followers have been mov- 
ing in an effort to have him freed. 

In denying Sobell’s latest appeal, Federal Judge 
Irving R. Kaufman said, “The petition is so entirely 
devoid of merit that perhaps it has been unduly digni- 
fied by the minute consideration and analysis it has 
received in this opinion. However, an effort has been 
made to lay to rest with finality baseless contentions 
which have been repeated not primarily to aid Sobell, 
but rather to embarrass and injure our courts and our 
country.” 

The jurist, in his opinion, said the jury verdict 
clearly proved that Sobell was an “arch conspirator 
with the Rosenbergs” in their plan to commit espion- 
age against the United States, by trafficking in this 
country’s deepest military secrets .. .” a crime of the 
highest magnitude. 

Long time Communist labor union official, Ben Gold 
lost an appeal when the U. 8. Court of Appeals upheld 
his conviction on a charge of filing a false non-com- 
munist oath under the Taft-Hartley labor law. The 
ex-president of the International Union of Fur and 
Leatherworkers, received a one-to-three year sentence 
in 1954. He has been carrying his appeals through 
various courts. His union was once expelled from the 
CIO for following the Communist line. 

In another U.S. Court of Appeals decision the court 
upheld the 1951 firing of John Stewart Service, State 
Department Career diplomat, under the McCarran 
rider to the 1952 appropriation act for the State De- 
partment. Service has been under fire repeatedly for 


‘his “pro-Communist leanings.” 


The Appeals court also upheld the perjury convic- 
tion of Mrs. Marie Natvig, turnabout witness who was 
one of the principal witnesses in the Federal Communi- 
eations Commission case against Edward QO. Lamb. 
When Lamb tried to renew his license to operate a TV 
station in Erie, Pa., Mrs. Natvig swore she knew him 
as a Communist in Ohio. Later she recanted and re- 
ferred to her own statements as a “pack of lies.” 

In a split decision the U. S. Supreme Court upheld 
the Government’s right to use “confidential informa- 
tion” in a deportation case. The defendant is Cecil 
Reginald Jay, who was hauled up for deportation on 
the basis of Communist Party membership between 
1935 and 1940. The hearing officer and the Board of 
Immigration Appeals sustained a deportation order 
which was based on confidential information. The 
court majority held that the grant of a suspension of 
deportation was not a matter like a trial, covered by 
Constitutional guarantees of due process. It likened 
the suspension of deportation proceedings to a parole 
board’s power to release or retain prisoners otherwise 
eligible for parole. 

There were also several court acquittals. 

The Justice Department dismissed the contempt case 
against Prof. Wendell H. Furry of Harvard who ad- 
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mitted Communist Party membership before a Con- 
gressional committee but refused to answer other 
questions. This move on the part of the U. 8, attorney 
in Boston came on the heels of the acquittal of Leon J. 
Kamin, Harvard researcher, in whose case the court 
said the Government presented insufficient evidence. 
The government attorney said the evidence against 
Prof. Furry was practicaly the same as that against 
Kamin. 

Miss Diantha Hoag, of Buffalo, former shop steward 
for the International Electrical Workers Union, was 
acquitted on contempt of Congress charges when the 
court overruled the Department of Justice contention 
that she had waived her right to invoke the fifth 
amendment by answering certain questions even though 
refusing to answer others relative to her activities. 

Another union leader, John T. Gojack, a vice presi- 
dent of the United Electrical Workers Union, didn’t 
fare as well however for he was sentenced to jail for 
nine months and ordered to pay a $200 fine for con- 
tempt of Congress. He refused on two occasions to 
answer questions about Communist party membership. 

In the notorious Louisville sedition case, the Ken- 
tucky Court of Appeals set aside the conviction of Carl 
Braden, convicted of advocating sedition, on the basis 
of the U. 8. Supreme Court decision to the effect that 
only the federal government could prosecute on that 
charge. 

Although the New York Times Newspaper Guild 
local voted against arbitration in the dismissal of 
Melvin L. Barnet, who invoked the Fifth amendment 
before the Senate Internal Security Committee, the 
National Newspaper Guild went into court and ob- 
tained a decision that the case must be arbitrated. 
Barnet had refused to tell the Senate Committee 
whether he had belonged to the Communist organiza- 
tion before 1942. The union grievance committee voted 
11 to 4 against forceable arbitration, and the union 
membership, by a big majority, took similar action, 
but the union Executive Committee rode herd over 
these decisions and went to court with the case. 

The Government having completed presenting its 
evidence against seven secondary Communist party 
leaders on trial in New York for violating the Smith 
act, the defense has launched forth into their own side 
of the case. 

The number of defendants was reduced to six as the 
result of the court dismissal of the case against Mrs. 
Marion Bachrach. She was originally indicted with 21 
others, but won many delays because of ill health. 

One of the witnesses against her testified she was 
active in a campaign for the election of a Communist 
Party candidate for Congress, and another said she 
had worked in behalf of a front organization. 

Mrs. Bachrach, nee Abt, sister of John Abt, former 
New Deal office holder, and in later days the attorney 
for the Communist Party, was born in Chicago, at- 
tended the University of Chicago, and was a student 
of the late Dr. Robert Morss Lovett, who was a dyed 
in the wool pro-Red. She once held the post as Secre- 
tary to Congressman Bernard a leftist Congressman 
from Minnesota, and was closely associated with Con- 
gressman Vito Marcantonio, a pro-Red; She has con- 
tributed articles to many Communist publications, 
New Masses, Daily Worker, Masses-Mainstream, Politi- 
eal Affairs, and other such outright Red organs; Her 
works have been published by the New Century Pub- 
lishers, a Communist publication house in New York; 
and in the Daily Worker; Communist organs have re- 
ferred to her as Party “mobilizer” for the West Side, 
New York County, C. P. unit, and as “public relations 
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Director of the Communist Party,” which ordinarily 
would mean that she is a member of the Party. 

The first defendant to take the stand in his own 
behalf was George Blake Charney, who is acting 
chairman of the Communist Party in New York state. 
He denied he or the party ever advocated the violent 
overthrow of our government. 

Charney and Alexander Trachtenberg, national com- 
mitteeman for the Red party, were earlier convicted 
but won new trials as the result of perjured testimony 
by Harry M. Matusow. 

As the trial of the six Communist leaders was end- 
ing in New York City, the Communists made pleas, 
in defense, that they were a “peace-loving lot” during 
the period of 1945-50 “intent on the achievement of 
socialism by democratic means,” and that “the Amer- 
ican way of life might as well go up in smoke if people 
such as they are to be denied the right to think as 
they wish.” 

The defendants in the case included; George B. 
Charney, Alexander Trachtenberg, Fred M. Fine, James 
Jackson, Jr., Sidney Stein and William Norman. They 
are not charged with “thinking”—but with acting as 
instructed by Russia, not as individuals but as pup- 
pets and of conspiracy with “wilful intent to destroy 
the United States government by force and violence.” 
While they may plead a “right to think” of the destruc- 
tion of our government by force and violence, and for 
the right to advocate and conspire for such, there are 
tens of millions of other Americans who have a right 
“to think” that these Russian agents are wrong and 
that their country should be protected against such 
lunatic “thinking” and actions. The last thing anyone 
ever accused an American Communist of his “think- 
ing” for himself. He thinks as a machine geared to a 
dynamo of world conspiracy and destruction operated 
from Moscow. Such Reds would be the last individuals 
to “think” that the Communist government of Russia 
should be so destroyed. So they should be the last ones 
to claim in defense, protection of rights under our 
form of government and society while conspiring for 
its overthrow. 


N. Y. Policeman On Trial 


J. C. Hamilton will be given a trial to determine 
whether a man may be improperly denied a job with 
the New York City Police force because he once signed 
a Communist party nominating petition. This was de- 
cided in a decision of the New York Court of Appeals. 


Ousted Government Risks Seek 
Re-employment 


A free lance artist who has admitted being a mem- 
ber of the Washington Bookshop Association and hav- 
ing drawn illustrations for such Communist publica- 
tion as New Masses and Daily Worker, has hired an 
attorney and is seeking to get his old government job 
back as the result of the Supreme Court decision which 
has been interpreted to mean there can be no security 
suspensions in non-sensitive government jobs. 

The ex-government worker in this case is John Carr 
Rogers, who was suspended by the Internal Revenue 
Service. Rogers is married and lives in Alexandria, 
Va. He claims that although suspended, he was not 
given a hearing and that his case dragged along for 
more than six months. As the result of financial dis- 
stress he had to resign in order to be able to withdraw 
his retirement fund credit to save his home from fore- 
closure.

dle western states. A turn of events 
threatening war could easily inflame this 
latent opposition and might arouse pas- 
sionate demands for an all-out struggle. 
At present the easy willingness to recognize 
the false “peace movement” is superficially 
described as a genuine reform of Soviet 
policy in behalf of friendly cooperation; 
but the realists in Congress are not de- 
ceived by this Kremlin propaganda. They 
point out that the Soviet objective has not 
changed, that all gains heretofore made are 
kept intact, that no satellites nor prisoners 
are released, and that any sudden agree- 
ment upon a single dictator could bring 
about hostile conditions. 

The “hard core” against Communist ap- 
peasement indicates a fresh movement af- 
ter the election if an attempt should be 
made to admit Red China into the U. N. 
Such an attempt would be regarded by the 
“hard core” as a declaration of war by the 
elements that favor the Kremlin’s plans. 
A political issue in this Country would im- 
mediately follow, with uncertain conse- 
quences in Congress. The conflict might 
not be based upon partisanship. 

So many factors are involved in a study 
of Soviet dictatorship that it is idle to 
speculate upon individual rivalries. That 
there is a struggle for dictatorial control 
is certain. Communist policy calls for sin- 
gle-handed control. The revolutionary ac- 
tivities throughout the Soviet Union are 
already too numerous for effective action 
by Red committees. The regime, in fact, 
is in great peril. It must choose a despot 
to succeed Stalin, or suffer defeat.

Department. They offered far-reaching op- 
portunities for intimate knowledge, and 
for actual shaping of American policies.”

In June 1944 Secretary of State Cordell 
Hull named White to head the U. S. dele- 
gation to the United Nations Monetary 


and Financial Conference at Bretton 
Woods, N. H. 

“As head of the American delegation,” 
Hull wrote, “you will be the principal 
spokesman for this country and you will 
be expected to coordinate the activities 
and views of the other American dele- 
gates.” 

Out of this conference emerged eventu- 
ally the World Bank for Reconstruction 
and Development, and also the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund. 

One of White’s trusted lieutenants in 
the Communist network in Washington 
was Paul H. Appleby, Under-secretary of 
Agriculture, who was on record (1935) as 
having stated publicly: “A man in the 
employ of the Government has just as 
much right to be a member of the Com- 
munist Party as he has to be a member of 
the Democratic or Republican Party.” 
(Report, page XI). 

Owen Lattimore, prime mover in the 
Institute of Pacific Relations, was another 
Washington intimate of White. The Sen- 
ate Committee reported in 1952 that Latti- 
more “was for some time beginning in the 
1930’s a conscious, articulate instrument 
of the Soviet conspiracy . . . (who had 
been) influential in bringing about a change 
in U.S. policy in 1945 favorable to the 
Chinese communists.” 

Among papers found with White’s per- 
sonal effects in New Hampshire following 
his death was a list purporting to be the 
new Cabinet, in event of Henry Wallace’s 
election in 1948. In this list Harry Dexter 
White was nominated to be Secretary of 
the Treasury. (page LIV). 

How far the communist conspiracy pene- 
trated New Deal Washington is not yet 
fully known. However, the successive 
Senate reports on Harry Dexter White be- 
gin to suggest the range and scope of a 
vast betrayal—which reached into the 
President’s private offices in the White 
House, and into every department of the 
Executive Branch of the Government. 

Full details on the operations of this 
nauseating conspiracy against freedom are 
yet to be revealed. But the basis for that 
final report already has been laid in the 
scholarly documentation of Harry Dexter 
White’s politburo in the Treasury.

which is not functioning properly. 

When time permits, the candidate's spe- 
cial train is rolled onto a spur in a remote 
wooded section so that he and others 
aboard the train can get a good night’s 
sleep in the country. 

After the special has been rolled onto 
this spur the switch on the main line is 
spiked. And as an added measure of pro- 
tection of the campaign train, it is sur- 
rounded by armed guards. The next morn- 
ing the train is pushed back on the main 
line and it then proceeds on its tour. 

Sometimes the locomotives and cars of 
presidential election campaign trains are 
decorated with flags, banners and bunting. 
As these colorful trains pass through agri- 
cultural areas, farmers and their families 
cheer and wave because like all other 
Americans they love a political show. And 
politicians have long known that to pro- 
vide the people with a good show, the 
presidential candidates must campaign on 
railroad wheels.

publicans would . , . Later he had a tele- 
phone talk in which he repeated these 
same sentiments.” 

Thereafter, Morse campaigned harshly 
against the New Deal. Republicans did 
back him with ample funds. He was elected 
on the Republican ballot. He did denounce 
the New Deal (where his secret sympathies 
had been), saying this: 

—‘“We can’t run the risk of 4 years 
more of this . . .” 

—‘‘The Truman Administration has com- 
pletely failed...” 

—‘Senator Lucas’ record (Senate Demo- 
cratic Majority Leader) is one of vacilla- 
tion, confusion and failure.” 

—“‘We must end this nation-wide dis- 
unity among our people.” 

—“The C.L.O. is in bed with Harry Tru- 
man, . . American workers are sick and 
tired of the Democratic political machine, 
the Missouri Pendergast Gang of which 
Truman is the head.” 

—‘World Peace is threatened today be- 
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cause two Presidents—Roosevelt and Tru- 
man—circumvented the regular Treaty 
process at Yalta and Potsdam.” 

—‘The Democratic Administrations ini- 
tially created confusion. . .” 

—‘Your (letter) confirms my low opin- 
ion of you.” (To Sec’y Ickes.) 

—"How cculd I follow the reactionary 
Leadership of Senator Johnson (Party 
Leader) of Texas?” 

—“The best service (Harriman) could 
render would be to resign. . .” 

“The Democratic Party is bankrupt 
for leadership. It’s Administration is 
honey-combed with corruption. . .” 

“On the basis of the Democratic Par- 
ty’s Record, there would be no place for 
me. . . . They stand for Government by 
men, rather than by constitutional checks.” 

—“The Democrats’ 18-year-record in the 
White House is one of indecision, confu- 
sion and incompetence.” 

And you, dear Readers, after these 
damning denunciations, must take a long 
breath to realize that weather-cock Wayne 
B. Morse is “now 1000% a Democrat,” 
confabing regularly with the leftwing 
Americans for Democratic Action and Ad- 
lai Stevenson, and working harder than ever 
for victory for the “liberal-led” Democratic 
Party which for a lifetime he has damned 
and denounced. 

An excellent case of double-talking, 
double-dealing, comes out in words when 
this “dedicated,” life-long international 
minded “liberal” denounces his fellow lib- 
erals. The Denver Post quoted him in a 
series of statements, away from home, 
where he was paid for speaking, as follows: 

a—“I have a deep conviction about Po-

liberal Republican is ethically 
bound to fight for his Party at election 
time, or at least keep still.” 

c—“I’m critical of those so-called lib- 
erals in the Republican Party who in times 
past have accepted high office, have enjoyed 
the Party benefits, and accepted committee 
assignments in the Congress , . . and then 
have sulked during the campaign. Some 
have gone so far as to bolt the Party be- 
cause the Party has not accepted their 
views in toto on ever subject.” 

d.—“The Soak-the-Rich philosophy which 
characterizes so many ‘liberals’ cannot be 
reconciled with the public interest.” (Note: 
Vet this streak runs throughout the Morse 
career.) 

Following his betrayal of President Ike, 
Morse lambasted many of the Republican 
leaders he had formerly praised so highly. 
A few of this long list include Mr, Hoover, 
Mr. Stassen, Senator Ives (N.Y.) Senator 
Knowland (Calif.) and Senator Saltenstall 
(Mass.). 

So the Morse maneuvers has included 
praising and condemning extravagantly all 


parties, and all party leaders, and almost 
all American politics of recent and current 
Republican and Democrat eras. 

Every now and then Morse even mysti- 
fies and amazes close friends by the fanat- 
ical energy he spends on some un-impor- 
tant issue. 

His desperate fight against President 
Ike’s “defense program” for the Formosan- 
Matsu areas was most unpopular, he being 
ene of only six Senators to oppose what 
all our military leaders proved vital. 

The Oregon Legislature voted solidly for 
the administration policy, with Morse’ 
buddy, of the Democrat National Com- 
mitteeman Monroe Sweetland as the only 
state legislator to back Morse’ strange, pro- 
commy attitudes and Sweetland’s Socialist 
record undebatable! 

When the United States was almost 
unanimous against letting Red China 
“shoot its way into the United Nations,” 
Morse went along half-heartedly only, re- 
peatedly saying in effect: “Well I wouldn’t 
advocate that at this time.” 

Then later, he came out 100% for ad- 
mitting Red China, as he justified himself 
by using the “liberal” Americans For Demo- 
cratic Action “line” that it might divorce 
China’s Reds from Russian Reds, etc., etc, 

. . all speculative. 

Morse is stubbornly intransigent, espe- 
cially on those liberal-leftist-radical poli- 
cies advocated by Europe’s Internationals. 

Even after the Congress had spoken out 
almost 100% for barring China Reds to 
Matsu and Quemoy, still occupied and de- 
fended by Formosan forces and after 
Morse had promised to “back anv decision 
of the Senate,” he returned to the battle, 
60 days later, attempting to put the United 
States on record against any American de- 
fense of Formosa’s outpost islands. 

He failed at home, but his foxy trick 
worked a great advantage to Red China’s 
world-wide Radio Broadcasts, as they 
quoted Morse, eulogized Morse’s “courage 
and leadership,” and generally told the 
wide world that the American military pol- 
icy was seriously divided, and might soon 
be changed in their favor. 

Previously Morse had gone all out, pre- 
dicting that “China would call the United 
States’ bluff within 120 days.” He spoke 
as if he had inside confidential information, 
when he earnestly predicted Red China’s 
reaction. 

His endorsement of Jim Warburg's 
pamphlet arguments for Red China consti- 
tute an endorsement of a policy he took 
months to debate and dodge because it was 
against the almost unanimous judgment of 
the American people.

ally praised as “objective.” Criticism of 
that administration is branded as subjec- 
tive, un-professional, reactionary and even 
fascist. A teacher who has not succumbed 
to the socialist indoctrination now preve- 
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lent in our schools should not permit him- 
self to be intimidated by the name-calling 
which now prevails in certain academic cir- 
cles. A teacher of government should have 
the courage to make such a book as Under- 
mining the American Constitution, by 
Thomas James Norton, required reading. 
The People’s Pottage, by Garet Garrett, 
should not be omitted from a list of books 
for outside reading. If our students are 
not vigorously alerted to the manifest fact 
that a socialist revolution has been im- 
posed by the New Dealers we may not be 
able to return to constitutional safeguards. 

A review of recent Supreme Court deci- 
sions should be undertaken by some of our 
active students. If the Supreme Court it- 
self, in the course of a few decades, can 
overrule several dozen previous decisions, 
it is possible that it too has strayed from 
the concept of the Founders? To what ex- 
tent has the Supreme Court usurped the 
powers of the legislatures by “legislative 
decisions ?”’ 

Many of our educators have done spade 
work for the triumph of materialism and 
the abdication of ethics from public life. 
The present collectivist confusion has be- 
come easy because of this pseudo-objective 
attitude. 

Our sicence has failed to answer impor- 
tant questions which underlie all life above 
the animal level. It is therefore unscien- 
tific to attempt to deal with human affairs 
by means which cannot do justice to the 
mind and soul. 

While religious doctrine is surely not to 
be introduced into any course on govern- 
ment, it is foolish to deprive students of 
insight into the relationship of politics and 
economics with religion. Management and 
labor will not solve their problems if they 
have no faith in our Lord. Few are those 
who can combat selfishness and irresponsi- 
bility without faith. The so-called capital- 
ist will destroy free enterprise if he is not 
guided by God in the matter of using his 
wealth wisely. The worker will follow the 
policies of the materialist demagogues if 
the Sermon on the Mount has lost its 
meaning for him, 

A sound high school text book by James 
Mussatti might be effectively used as the 
basis of a course on government. It tells of 
the background and development of our 
Constitution, with emphasis on the Amend- 
ments. The Study Guide, by Thomas J. 
Shelly, in a discreet and inoffensive way, 
makes the student think about most of the 
problems which have here been raised. It 
is because of the Study Guide that the book 
is so valuable as a preparation for the com- 
ing counter-revolution against the present 
perversion of our Constitution. 

As a program, the topics here suggested 
should be fully studied. No matter what 
aspects of political life are discussed, the 
Constitution, which advocates limited rep- 
resentative government, as opposed to un- 
limited direct democracy, should always be 
our guide. 


TURNING SEARCHLIGHT ON REDS

The expected happened when the national commit- 
tee of the Communist Party of the United States, with- 
out fanfare, recently accepted the “explanation” of 
Russian Dictator Khrushchev for burying old Joe 
Stalin deeper in his grave, erasing him from Party 
history and putting an end to Stalin ‘“‘cultism.”’ The 
acceptance of the ‘“‘explanation’’ was couched in prac- 
tically the same language, in fact the same, word for 
word, sentence after sentence, as that used by the 
national committees of the Communist Party of Italy, 
France and England in their acceptances of the 
Kremlin’s “explanation.” 

It would have been noticeable if William Z. Foster 
or Eugene Dennis, highest in the hierarchy of Com- 
munist circles in the United States, had asked for 
passports to Russia, for to obtain one from Uncle 
Sam it is necessary to swear that one is not a Com- 
munist. And so it was left to the French and Italian 
Communist leaders to rush to Moscow to receive the 
so-called (or was it an “edict’’) and 
pass it on down the line to the remaining Communist 
Parties of Europe and the Americas. Canada’s ‘“Pro- 
gressive’ Party followed immediately the USA Com- 
munist Party in accepting the “explanation.” 

Accompanying the ‘“‘explanation’”’ was the assurance 
by Khrushchev that the Communist Parties outside 
the Iron and Bamboo Curtains were not to be left 
hanging at the end of a noose, but that a new inter- 
national set-up was being formed to succeed the 
Cominform which was the Comintern underground. 

While the national committee officially met at na- 
tional Communist Party headquarters, 101 W. 16th 
Street, New York City, June 22nd to the 24th, with 
Eugene Dennis, general secretary presiding, adopting 
a date and place for a national convention in Septem- 
ber, the acceptance of the ‘“‘explanation’’ was made by 
a so-called “Convention Provisional Committee,’ which 
is in fact the National Committee and is composed of 
the “legal’’ leaders of the Party, evidently after 
authorization by the real Party apparatus, the ‘“‘un- 
derground” or illegal leadership to take such action 
in crawling to the Kremlin line, 

In addition to Eugene Dennis, who presided at the 
meeting, Benjamin J. Davis, New York Negro who 
recently finished a prison sentence for sedition; Leon 
Nelson, New York State organizational secretary; and 
the following who make up the “Provisional Conven- 
tion Committee” or National Committee: situation 
chairman, Gene Dennis; secretary, James Jackson, Jr.; 
constitution chairman, Claude Lightfoot; secretary, 
John Gates; platform chairman, William Schneider- 
man; secretary, Albert Blumberg; resolutions and 
Negro liberation chairman, Benjamin Davis; secre- 
tary, George Blake Charney; labor chairman, Carl 
Winter; secretary, Hal Simon, were in attendance. 

Stress was placed on the Negro rights movement 
and Negro liberation and on the special Khrushchev 
report from Moscow. 

The date of October 15th has been set by the Court 
of Appeals at New Haven, Connecticut, to hear the 
pleas for a new trial by Sid Taylor and Joseph Dimow 
of New Haven; Robert Ekins, Old Saybrook; Jacob 
Golding, Trumbull, Conn.; and Mrs. Martha Stone 
Asher, Newark, New Jersey, Communists who have 
been convicted of violation of the Sedition Act. 

Horner D. Cole, vice-president of the Protective In- 
dustrial Insurance Company of Birmingham, Ala- 
bama; and Professor John Somerville of Hunter Col- 
lege, New York, testified as defense witnesses in the 
trial of James Jackson, Jr., southern regional director 
of the Communist Party, who is on trial for violation 


of the Sedition Act, The blush of ‘“‘expert’’ Professor 
Somerville would have been deeper if the prosecution 
had asked him if his book on Communist force and 
violence was being published and distributed by Com- 
munist agencies. Cole stated in Court that he helped 
Jackson form the Southern Negro Youth Congress, a 
Communist front, in 1937. Somerville testified that 
the Communist Party opposed plots and that Karl 
Marx was highly critical of persons who advocated 
social change by conspiracy, putchism and small group 
action. This makes real experts on the subject ask 
how the Professor could possibly arrive at such con- 
clusions and it answers the fourth question why a 
Communist publishing house and a Communist book 
club are producing his new book.

Scholarships in leftist schools are offered as prizes in 
each group. 

“Turning Point” is the organ of the new Marxist- 
Leninist Communist Party, the Communist League, 
with headquarters in New York. Its leaders include
